How Agreement Was Suggested. 

The agreement had been suggested 
in the necessary aonferences held 
with the representatives of Canada 
over the question of the application 
ot the maximum ang minimum clauses 
of the Payne tariff bill to Canadian 
importations into this country; and, 
in the course of the adjustment of 
that question, in which, by reason 
of certain Canadian concessions on 
exports of the United States into 
Canada, we were able to apply the 
minimum tariff to Canadian imports, 
it seemed mutually profitable to ex- 
‘tend the consideration of the tariffs 
of the two countries, already begun, 
to the point of a complete reciprocity 
agreement. Commissioners, who had 
‘expert knowledge of the subject were 
appointed, and after investigations and 
atudy and conferences that covered 
an entire year, an agreement was 
finally reacheq which has been em- 
bodied in the bill which has passed 
the house, and is pending in the sen- 
ate. 

“The cordial approval, throughout 
the country, which’ the proposed 
agreement received when it was sent 
to the senate, surprised even those 
who were responsible for its making; 
and I am confident that further con- 
sideration of the treaty since its sub- 
mission to congress in January last 
has only confirmed the popular judg- 
ment in favor of its adoption into 
law. * 

It Is Up to the Senate. 

“The treaty is pending in Washing- 
ton; and the decision must be made 
in the senate of the United States. 
The question naturally arises, why I 
should come out from Washington to 
Chicago—a matter of a thousand miles 
—to speak on an issue like this, when 
the persons to be reached are 980 
much nearer my usual place of resi- 
dence. The bill will pass, if it passes 
at. all, because of the force of public 
opinion in its favor. 

The agreement has been criticised 
because it was framed as a completed 
document by the state department, 
without consultation with members of 
the house or the senate, and we, of the 
administration, have been subjected fo 
many attacks on this ground. The 
subject matter of the treaty, however, 
was of such a character—it covered so 
many different items—that if confer- 
ences had been sought in respect to 
those items, the individual objections 
by senators and representatives would 
have been so many that we would 
never have reached an agreement at 
all. One of the great objections to the 
old method of framing a tariff bill was 
that in order to secure 
every district had to be given some- 
thing in the bill in the way of pro- 
tection, whether it needed it or not, for 
the purpose of appeasing the represen- 
tative of that district and securing

Hence, the proposition has been made, 
and has received the general approval, 
that the various subjects of the tariff 
should be considered separately, and 
that the amount of protection to be 
furnished to aie particular product 
should be determined on its merits 
with reference to the cost of its pro- 
duction at home and abroad. Now the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement in a 
little different way involves in its con- 
sideratidn the same principle. It calls 
for apprevai of it as a unit, without 
regare to the necessity for tariff re- 
vision, if there be such necessity, in 
respect to other schedules of the tariff 
not affected or touched by it. 


Net Much Opposition to Reciprocity. 

“T venture to think there is mutch 
less real opposition to reciprocity than 
has been represented in Washington 
for the purpose of influencing votes in 
both houses. I am very houueful that 
the bill will pass the senate, and when 
it does pass, and has been agreed upon 
by the Canadian parliament. Its actual 
operation will be so beneficial to both 
countries that the arguments ,against 
its adoption will be forgotten,*or will 
only be remembered as exaggerated in- 
stances of perverted imagination. I 
say this because I have examined the 
arguments and compared them with 
the actual statistics, and also because 
of similar experiences that the people 
of the United States haYe had in re- 
spect to their adoption of partial reci- 
procity with Cuba, and of complete 
reciprocity with Porto Rico and the 
philippines. 

“Under reciprocity with Cuba, which 
reduced the duties on each side 20 per 
cent, our trade with that country has 
doubled. Under complete reciprocity 
or free trade with Porto Rico, our 
trade with that island has increased 
nearly fifteen times; under recipro“%al 
relations with the Philippine Islands, 
our mutual trade has nearly doubled 
in less than a yar; and yet, in the 
case of each of these changes, there 
was vehement discussion, bitter oppo- 
sition and wild prophecies of disas- 
trous results. . 

“For ten years I engaged in the 
struggie for Philippine free trade, and 
for ten years I was regarded as the 
enemy of the agricultural interests of 
this country engaged in the raising 
of beet and cane sugar, and yet, since 
the adoption of the Payne tariff bill, 
which extended free trade to the Phil- 
ippines, I have not heard a single com- 
plaint as to the effect of that feature 
of the Payne tariff bill. 

Source of the Opposition to Reciprocity. 

“A careful analysis of the argu- 
ments pro and con, over the Canadian 
reciprocity agreement will convince 
any fair-minded economist who is well 
informed ag to conditions in both 
countries that six months after the 
agreement is adopted there will be no 
complaint from any quarter. 

“From what source does the oppo- 
sition proceed? In the first place, it 
comes from two classes of the business 
interests of the country,~ those who 
Own and control the lumber supply 
of the United States, and those who 
are engaged in the ‘manufacture of 
print paper, and of whom the largest 
manufatturers Own much of the spruce 
wood supply of th United States from 
which print paper is made. And the 
second class opposed to the treaty are 
those who claim to represent the farm- 
ers and agricultural interests of the 
country. 

“In the consideration of these three 
classes of opponents to the treaty, I 
should promise that one of the great 
objects of the treaty. one of the great 
reasons for its making and subniission 
te congress, was the conservation of 
our natural resources. It is perfectly 
evident from the statistics, that our 
general lumber supply and our supply 
of spruce wood for paper making, are 
being rapidly exhausted, and that the 
effect of the diminution of supply and 
the increase of demand is to put too 
high a price upon the rough lumber 
and wood pulp. Under the Payne tariff 
bill, rough lumber is dutiable at $1.25. 
Under the reciprocity agréement that 
duty is removed. I submit that as 
lumber is essential to all classes, farm- 
ers and‘ merchants, as the price has 
gone far beyond what M ever was in 
the past, and as our supply is being 
exhausted, we ought, when we can, to 
enlarge the sources from which our 
people may secure it at reasonable 

ices. The report of the chief of the 
ureau. of corporations shows that the 
control of lumber in the United States 
‘3 in comparatively few hands, and 
‘that. they are so friendly to each other | 


that the possibility of a monopoly is 
neither remote nor improbable, unless 
we bring to the markets of the United 
States the relatively inexhaustible sup- 
ply to be found in Canada. 


As to Print Paper. 


“Second, as to print paper. The 
tariff board has made a most ex- 
haustive examination of the compa™i- 
tive. cost of production of print papor 
in t United States and in Canada. 
Ind , the report is so complete as 
to vindicate the judgment of those 
who proposed the use of a board for 
the purpose of determining the dif- 
ference in the cost of articles at home 
and abroad with a view to assisting 
the congress in a rational readjust- 
ment of the tariffs. This report shows 
that the mills best situated in the 
United States with the best machin- 
ery, can manufacture print paper at 
a slightly less cost than the mills 
best situated in Canada: that the 
Camadian mills on an average have 
newer machinery than the United 
States mills, that there are quite a 
number of United States mills that 
use old machinery, and, therefore, do 
not conduct their business on economi- 
cal lines; that the average cost of 
production in all the mills of the 
United States, including the poorest 
mills, is about $5 more a ton than the 
cost of production in Canada with its 
newer mills; and that this $5 is just 
about the difference between the cost 


the cost of pulp wood in Canada. It 
seems fairly reasonable to suppose, 
too, that the pulp wood which only 
grows north of the 45th degree of lati- 
tude, will be exhausted in the United 
States, or remain in the control of a 


the United States mills. 

“It is of the highest importance, 
therefore, not only to the consumers, 
but to the manufacturers of print 
paper, in order that may secure their 
raw material at a reasonable price, to 
secure a letting down of the bars in 
Canada for the exportation of pulp 
wood. The provinces of Canada have 
control over the crown Jands in which 
nine-tenths of the pulp wood is grown, 
and they imposed restriction and im- 
port duties of various kinds upon the 
pulp wood in the crown lands, in or- 
der to prevent the export of the wood 
except in the form of paper.” The 
agreement provides that whenever the 
Canadian provinces remove all restric- 
tions upon the exportation of pulp 
wood, then Canada will permit United 
States paper to come in free to Canada, 
and the United States will permit Can- 
ada paper to come in free into the 
United States. 

“This exact agreement is not embodied 
in the bill as recommended to the house 
by the ways and means committee and 
as passed by the house. Instead, in or- 
der to induce the Canadian provinces, 
over whom the Dominion can exercise 
no control, to lift the restrictions upon 
the exportation of their pulp wood, it is 
provided that when paper is made in 
Canada from wood grown on land not 
under export restrictions—the paper 
may come into the United States free; 
and it is hoped that the difference of 
$5.75 between the duty on paper from 
restricted wood and no duty on paper 
made from unrestricted wood, will in- 
duce the provinces to lift their restric- 
tions. 

“Tt is thus apparent that while a 
small amount of paper may come in free 
into the United States under the exist- 
ing tariff, the paper made from nine- 
tenths of the pulp wood of Canada will 
pay a duty of $5.75. It seems to me that 
this is treating the paper manufactur- 
ers of the United States fairly. It is a 
provision calculated to secure to them 
a source of su ply where they can get 
their wood at iY less a ton than in this 
country, with the disadvantage of a 
‘small competition of paper made in 
Canada from Canadian wood, upon 
which there is io restriction. 
provision looking far into the future, 
and which we hope may create a con- 
dition of absolutely free trade in paper 
and its materials, a condition that can- 
did and sagacious paper magufacturers 
will admit ts the best thing for the ‘in- 
dustry as it is certainly is for the con- 
sumers. 

The Farmers and Reciprocity. 


“The third class of opponents to the 
bill are those who claim vociferously to 
represent the whole farming industry 
of the Wnited States. This, of course, 


is a mué@h more formidable epposition 
than the} special interests, to which

a is the farmer to be affected by 
Canadian reciprocity and free trade in 
agricultural products? Canada is so 
far north that her agricultural products 
are limited to wheat, rye, barley, oats, 
potatoes, live cattle,« horses and dairy 
products. She cannot and does not 
raise more than one-sixth of 1 per cent 
of the corn crop ofthe United States. 
She raises no cotton; she raises but few 
vegetables; she raises but few hogs, be- 
cause she has not the corn to feed 
them with; she is at present @ great im- 
porter of all fruits, citrus and other- 
wise from the United States. She im- 
ports a large amount of cotton seed oil, 
which, by the Canadian reciprocity 
treaty, is now made free; she cannot 
fatten cattle as they are fattened in 
the United States, and, therefore, it has 
become profitable for farmers to import 
young cattle from Canada, even with 
the duty on them, and fatten them for 
the Chicago market. 
What Canada Gets From Us. 


“The United States exports into Canada. 
a great many more horses than she im- 
ports from the Canadians. She sends to 
Canada a much larger amount of pota- 
toes than she receives from her. The 
United States exports into Canada about 
fifteen times as much meat and dairy 
products as Canada exports into the 
United States. 

“The only real importation of agri- 
cultural products that we may expect 
from Canada of any considerable 
amount will consist of wheat, barley, rye 
and oats. The world price of these four 
cereals is fixed abroad, where the sur- 
plus from the producing countries is 
disposed of and is little affected by the 
place from which the supply is derived. 
Canadian wheat nets perhaps 10 cents 
Jess a bushel to the producer than wheat 
grown in the Dakotas or in Minnesota, 
due to the fact that the cost of export- 
ing that wheat and warehousing it and 
marketing it in Liverpool is consider- 
ably greater than the cost to the Da- 
kota farmer of disposing of his wheat 
to the millers of Minneapolis or send- 
ing it abroad. : 

If now the duty is to be taken off 
of wheat and the Canadian wheat can 
come to the millers pf Minneapolis 
and other places, it can and will ‘be 
made into flour because the capacity 
of the United States mills is 33 per 
cent greater than is needed ‘to mill the 
wheat of this country. Canadian 
wheat can be imported and ground into 
flour without materially reducing the 
demand for or price of United States 
wheat and the surplus will be sent 
abroad as flour. The price of Canfa- 
dian wheat doubtless will be tncreased 
a few cents by access to the market 
nearer at hand, but the access to the 
market nearer at hand will not re- 
duce the price of this wheat to the 
Uniteqg States farmer,for the reasons 
stated. 

A Benefit to All Farmers. 


“A material benefit to all the farm- 
ers of the country, especially the 
stock and cattle raisers and the dairy 
farmers, will be the by-products of 
bran and shorts from the flour milis 
likely to follow the free export of 
wheat from Canada to those mills. 
These by-products are now so scarce 
and so high priced that many farmers 
are unable to procure them. 

“What is true of wheat is true of 
the other cereals. The trade between 
Canada and the United States cannot 
but increase the sale of agricultural 
products across the border poth ways 
to nearer markets than they now 
reach in many instances. The trade 
will be beneficial to both the seller 
and the buyer. It will not, in my 
judgment,.reduce thé price of wheat 
or other farming ucts for our 


however, by enlarging the source of 
supply, prevent undue fluctuations and 
it will and ought to prevent an exor- 
bitant increase. in the prices of farm 
products which, as they have been for 
the last three or four years, have in- 
curred greatly to the profit of all en- 
gaged in agriculture. 

“I have been attacked on the floor 
of the house and elsewhere as occu- 
pying an inconsistent position. It 
has been said that I have urged the 
reciprocity agreement with the idea 
of lowering the cost of living on the 
one hand and then have asserted that 
the farmers. would not be injureg by 
reduction in the price at which they 
sell their products. on the other hand. 

Farm Products to Remain High. 

“It is asked, is it .possible to reduce 
the cost of living on the one hand and 
maintain the present prices of farm 
products.on the other? My own im- 
pression is that the cost of farm pro- 
ducts is determined by the world’s 
supply and not by local conditions or 
tariff or otherwise, and that so long 
as the movement toward manufactur- 
ing ang away from the farms con- 
tinues, and the supply of farm laborers 
is reduced, a continuance of high 
prices for farm products is inevitable. 
But I do think that reciprocity wil} 
enlarge the reservoir or the supply of 
farm products for our people, and 
thus prevent undue enhancement of 
price beyond the present standard. If 
this be the case, then neither the farm- 
ers will be injured nor will prices in- 
crease. The argument is made, how- 
ever, that to give free trade to the 
Canadian farmer in farm preducts: so 
as to permit him to enjoy the mar- 
kets of the United States is to give 
him an advantage over our own farm- 
ers who, living behing a high tariff 
wall, have to pay a great deal more 
for the cost of living than do Cana- 
dian farmers whose protective sys- 
tem ig not so prohibitive. With re- 
spect to this argument, all I have 
to say is that it is not true. The 
average cost of living in the United 
States is not higher than it is in 
Canada. This is. conclusively shown 
by two facts—first, that in spite of 
the preference given to English pro- 
ducts imported into Canada, the duty 
being 33 1-3 per cent less than that 
imposed on goods from other coun- 
tries, the United States exports into 
Canada $225,000,000 of goods of the 
widest variety of manufacture, all of 
those entering into the cost of Hving, 
while Canada, with preference in favor 
of England, imports from [England 
goods to the value of only $93,000,0g0. 
In other words, despite the protective 
tariff maintained in Canada against 
the United States, Canada, yet in the 
matter of articles entering into the 
cost of living of her people, buys two 
and one-half times as much from the 
sy States as she does from Eng- 
and, 

“Again, in our negotiations over this 
Canadian reciprocity treaty, I directed 
our commissioners to secure as great 
a eut in duties on manufactures in 
Canada as they could, but they were 
unable to secure any more than ap- 
pear in this treaty for the reason that 
Canada would not expose her manufac- 
turers to the competition of United 
States manufacturers, which is a con- 
clusive proof? that the manufactured 
products that enter into the cost of 
living are Righer in Canada than they 
are in the United States, otherwise 
they would not fear the competition of 
the United States manufacturers. 


Value of Farm Land Compared. 


“But it ts said that the farm land in 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, - Wiscon- 
sin and other states is much more val- 
uable than the land in Manitoba, Sas- 
‘katchewan and Alberta, the great west 
ern provinces of Canada and that to 
give Canadian farmers free entry of 
products on cheaper lands will be cer- 
tain to lower farm lands in valve in 


this country. 

“Nothing, it is believed, is further 
from the fact. The Canadian lands are 
further removed from the Minneapo- 
Hs and Chicago markets than the lands 
of Minnesota, Wisconsin, lowa or Illi- 
nois, and proximity to market is a 
most important element in the value 
of farm § lands. Then the natural 
change in farming in this country is 
from the raising of grain and 
reals for export to the raising of grain 
for farm consumption and development 
of the secondary’ products in , 
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raised and fed. It is farming of” this 
kind that explains the high value of 
farm lands in I[Tllinois and Iowa and 
other states. In 1900 the farm land 
value in North Dakota was $11.15 an 
acre; in South Dakota, $9.92; in Kan- 
sas, $12.17; in Nebraska, $16.27. At the 
same time the value of farm land in 
Iowa was $36.35; in Illinois, $46.17; in 
Indiana, $31.61; in Michigan, $24.12; in 
Met aaa $26.71 and in Minnesota, 

“I¢ the argument as to the disas- 
trous effect of admitting the crops of 
Canadian northwest to our markets up- 
on the values of our farm lands is cor- 
rect, then the opening of lands in Kan- 
sas, Nebraska ahd the two Dakotas in 
the two decades from 1890 to 1910 
should have had a similar effect upon 
the land of the older states. Now, what 
was the fact? What was the effect 
upon the farm lands of the older 
states of the competition of these 
newer states? The tand in the older 
states became more devoted to corn 
and cattle and hogs, while the wheat 
and other cereals were left to the new 
lands. The effect was that the value 
of the land in the older farming states 
were in most cases more than doubled 
and the census reports of 1910 show 
the average farm value by the acre 
in Illinois to be $95; in Iowa, $82: in 
Indiana, $62; in Michigan, $61; in Wis-] 
consin, $43, and in Minnesota, $37. The 
year book of Canada shows the aver- 
age farm values by the acre in the 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta to be $28.94, $21.54 and 
$20.46, respectively in 1909. The dif- 
ference in the value of the acre be- 
tween Manitoba and Wisconsin is $6; 
between Wisconsin and [illinois it is 
$52; between Wisconsin and Iowa, it is 
$40, and between Michigan and Indiana 
it is $31. 

“Those figures show  incontestibly 
that the fear of a reduction in farm 
land values of this country by letting 
in Canada’s products is wholly un- 
founded. I always feel an impatience, 
perhaps an unreasonable one, in hav- 
ing to argue the question of sched- 
ules with reference to the advantage 
of the reciprocity agreement with Can- 
ada because it seems to me that the 
reason for adopting it are deeper and 
wider than are to be found in com- 
parison of percentages and rates with 
respect to special localities and spe- 
cial businesses. 


The General Conditions. 


“The general conditions are these: 
“We have ai people numbering 
ninety millions, occupying the best 
part of the North American continent 
with the widest variety of products 
and with an wunexcelled fertility of 
soil. To the north of us are a people 
just like ourselves in descent, in 
wealth per capita, in education, in 
traditions, in ambitions and aspira- 
tions. 
equal to ours in area, not so fertile 
generally and certainly not so rich, 
in the wide variety of agricultural 
products. There are seven millions 
of people there. With them we have 
a trade of $325,000.000 a year. We 
export to them $225,000,000 a year. 
If we deduct from our export to Ger- 
many, which is nearly twice as popul- 
ous as. Canada, the value of cotton and 
the copper we send there, it will be 
found that we export .more of our 
manufactures and agricultural pro- 
ducts to Canada than we do to Ger- 
many, and that England is the only 
foreign customer we have that takes 
more of our goods than this «ompara-' 
tively small pepulation of Canada. |} 
“If that be true, and Canada con- 
tinues to grow, what may we expect 
to sell her if we reduce the tariff 
wall, introduce as nearly as we can, 
free trade, and she increases her 
population from seven millions to 
thirty millions? Shall we not be fiy- 
ing in the face of providence to main- 
tain a wall between us and such a 
profitable market as she will furnish 
us? The conditions between Canada 
and the United States are the same 
in the point of labor cost, in the point 
of cost of living, in point of the gen- 
eral conditions prevailing in both 
countries. If either country. has the 
advantage, the United Statés has it, 
and yet for both the opening of the 
markets of each to the other is cer-

Among ther important matters 
which the legislature will consider will 
be the sale of the g°vernor’s mansion, 
the stlection of a new site and the 
erection of an annex to the state cap- 
itol.

Governor Smith 
is In favor of such a move on the 
ground that a new governor is handi- 
capped by taking up the reins of gov- 
ernment in the middle of the year, 
when it is difficult and next to impos- 
sible to get an accurate line on the 
affairs of the state and especially the 
financial end of it.

The exterior of the building has been 
overhauled, repaired and cleaned. 

The new city hall will be itn charge 
of Custodian Sid Holland, who has re- 
cently been elected to fil] that office. 
Mr. Holiand, having served as member 
of both the city council and aldermanic 
board, is well versed in municipal af- 
fairs, and, besides being well-fitted to 
assist at the meetings of all boards and 
committees, will Keep the city hall in 
an excellent condition. 

One of the plans of the custodian 
is to transform the two vacant plats on 
the east and west sides of the building 
into beautiful flower gardens. Another 
plan of his is to get council to install 
in the rotunda on the east side of the 
building a sanitary drinking fount.

The offices of the mayor, city clerk 
and city comptroller will not move 
earlier than June 8. If the Morrow 
Transfer Company, which is handling 
the moving, is in readiness, these de- 
partments will begin moving on the 
morning of June 8.

London, June 3.—The annual gignity | 
and stateliness of the British capital’s 

public buildings, principa] parks and| 
streets are being sacrificeq to the de- 
mands of coronation visitors and} 
sight-seers. The whole neighborhood 
of parliament, including the yards of 
Westminster Abbey, and the parlia- 
ment buildings, is covered with huge 
unsightly wooden stands, most of the 
way from Trafalgar square to the Ab- 
bey. The chief government offices are 
almost hidden in the same unattractive | 
fashion. St. James’ Park, near Buck-/} 
ingham palace, is similarly covered. 

Even the churchyards 
double row of stands, and the houses 
and clubs on St. James atreet, Picadil- 
ly, are fronted with stands. The big 
Rothschild house, near the entrance to 
Hyde park, is half concealed by a 
wooden structure, and Hyde park is 
being transfered into a camp for the 
troops. The southwestern section, op- 
posite the fashionable quarter, is al- 
ready filled with tents and horses. 

Complete Cordon of Barriers. 

A eomplete cordon of barriers, with, 
gates, has been built on all the streets 
leading to the line of parade, so that 
the police may prevent too great 
crowds from assembling and encroach- 
ing on that territory. Military con- 
tingents from distant colonies have 
begun to arrive. The many uniforms 
ang the picturesque costume of Indian 
potentates are already giving the town 
a festival appearance. 

John Hays Hammond, the’ ania’ 
ambassador to represent the United 
States, who is due here tomorrow, will 
be among the first special ambassa- 
ders to arrive. Like the others, he 
comes at present unofficially, as he 
does not assume his functions until 
June 19, when he will be officially wel- 
comed by the king. Mr. Hammond’s 
plans during the interval are not 
known, but he probably will make 
trips In the country ‘and possibly to 
Paris. 

President Taft’s brother, Charles P. 
Taft, has been the recipient of many 
attentions and will have a seat in 
the abbey at the coronation. 

Americans Are Prominent. 

American residents in London are 
taking a prominent part in the en- 
tertainments preceding the coronation. 
The American ambassador and Mrs. 
Reid are giving dinners and recep- 
tions each week and frequent lunch- 
eons for the American visitors, and 
there will be several dances at Dor- 
chester House, the first on June 9.

Washington, June 3.—The first 
agreement between the federal goy- 
ernmentgand a state providing for co- 
operation in the protection of state 
forests under the Appalachian forest 
reserve law was signed today by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wilson with 
New Hampshire. The state will be 
given $7,200 for 28 forest patrolmen. 

Connecticut, New Jersey, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Maryland, Minnesota, 
Vermont, and Wisconsin, have applied 
for funds. As only $200,000 was ap- 
propriated, not more than $10,000 will 
be allowed to any state for the year.

W. H. TERRELL WRITES 
ON GARBAGE QUESTION 


Crying Need of City Is Aboli- 
tion of Present Dumping 
Grounds, He Says. 


Ex-Councilman William H. Terrell, 
who is taking much interest in the 
city’s garbage question, writes the fol-. 
lowing interesting statement to The 


Constitution: 

Editor Constitution: One of the cry- 
ing needs of the hour is the abolition 
of the present dumping grounds with- 
in the limits of the city of Atlanta, 
and next to that the abolition of the 
present crematory. The present crema- 
tory is inadequate for the purpose of 
taking care of the City’s garbage, and 
in addition fs in a place which 1s 
possibly the most inaccessible of all 
that might be selected in the whole 
city. The result is that if the city 
had facilities adequate at this point, 
in order to concentrate the garbage 
here, on account of the long haul, it 
would be necessary to largely increase 
the present force of wagons and carts, 

By loading the garbage at conven- 
jent: points along the belt lines of rail- 
road and other lines of railway run- 
ning through the city, one-half, or 
thereabout, of the present force of 
mules, wagons and negroes could be 
done away with, and thus a large 
amount of money be saved to the city. 

It was estimated that the freight 
charges on the present amount of gar- 
bage furnished by the city to any 
point within the present terminal dis- 
trict of the city, which district ex-

city that if it will move the present 
crematory to this tract and set it up 
there, which can be done at small ex- 
pense, put in the necessary side tracks 
and then contract to deliver the city’s 
garbage to him for the next thirty 
years he will engage to cremate, or 
otherwise dispose of the entire busi- 
ness for that time, keeping the crema- 
tory in repair and make such additions 
as are necessary during all this time, 
all of this without expense to the city 
except the collection, delivery and un- 
loading of the garbage at the crema- 
tory. This proposition abolishes the 
present crematory, so far as the city 
is concerned, does away with all the 
dumps in the city limits, and if the 
shortening of the hauls for garbage 
does not reduce the cost of collection 
any, the city breaks even, because the 
cost of operation of the present cre- 
matory will pay the freight. 

For present relief, he says that he 
has a tract of land near or alongside 
of the Butler street sewer branch, 
away from any residence, and on the 
Southern railway, where he wilt in- 
dertake to take care of al! of the 
city’s garbage, if delivered to him at 
a cost to tne city of $250 per month. 
If this does not save anything in the

“SOUTH ATLANTIC LEAGUE 


FINANCIALLY” 


—Managing Director Goodwin 


Augusta, Ga. June 3.—When thet 
question of surrendering the Augusta’ 
franchise to the South Atlantic League 
came up Friday night, Managing Di- 
rector Goodwin, @f the chamber of com- 
merce, requested time to investigate 
and see if, as a business proposition, 
that organization could back the club. 
This afternoon he gave out a state- 
ment advising against any more local, 
money Boing into the club because, he 
said, the entire league can hope for 
nothing but bankruptcy. He cites fig- 
ures to show that every club in the 
league is not oniy beyond the salary 
limit, but the attendance upon games 
from now to the end of the season will 
not bear the expenses. : 

In his statement, Mr. Goodwin says: 
“In my questions, which I put to the 
directors on Friday, it was my earnest 


or whether it extended over the entire 
league. If local, I was willing to do my 
part to try and raise the funds neces- 
sary to carry the team through the 
season. The directors answered my 
questions fully and frankly, and I am 
convinced, beyond all shadow of doubt, 
that financially the South Atlantic 
League is broke; the handwriting is on 
the wall, and it does not take another 
Daniel to come to judgment and inter- 
pret the speedy dissolution of the 
league.” 
Sees Only a Loss. 

Continuing, Mr. Goodwin says: “The 
Augusta club, on the last roaq trip, 
played 16 games, 4 each in Jackson- 
ville, Columbus, Albany and Macon. 
For the 16 games, the club sustained 
an actual cash loss of $1,560. 

“The home club has, for the remain- 
der of the season, 42 games on the 
road and 40 games in Augusta. Un- 
der the best possibI@ conditions, based 
upon the average gate receipts for five 
years, the team would get about $100, 
per game for the 40 games at home, 
and $70 per game on the road, making 
total receipts of $6,940. 

‘For salaries, the team must pay, 
based on the $1,000 salary limit, $6,175. 
Added to this the amount of $2,500 
to be set aside for traveling expenses, 
hote] bills, etc, and incidental ex- 


penses, will amount to perhaps $1,000, 
making a total expense of $9,675, or a 
further loss of $2,735, which, added to 
the present loss of $3,300, gives a net 
loss of over $6,000 for the season. of 
1911. | 
‘The directors told me that the av- 
erage receipts from the. gates, as 
shown by a number of years, will not 
warrant a salary limit of exceeding 
$1,500, and that $1,400 would be safer. 
“Upon this statement, based upon 
the present salary limit, every club 
in the league, at the beginning of the 
season, is faced with a certain loss of 
not less than $3,000, ang if the expe- 
rience of years is worth anything, the 
loss will reach $5,000 to $6,000. 
““Would any business’ man of only 
ordinary ability run his own affairs in 
this manner? If he did so, bankruptcy 
would be the inevitable result, and this 
is exactly what has happened to the 
South Atlantic League.” 
Scouts Change Hands, 
Jacksonville, Fla, June 3.—The 
Jacksonville baseball club today 
changed hands when W. E. Gullett 
sold a majority of the stock to two 
well-known business men of this city, 
whose names were not made public. 
The move is said to give the team 
ample financial backing for the balance 
of the season and prospects for better 
business. 


Joyner Talks. 

President W. R. Joyner; when tele- 
phoned last night regarding the status 
of the league, gave out the following 
interview: 

“The league-is in good financial con- 
dition and as sound as it ever was. 
Charleston is now in good shape, and 
the sale of the Jacksonville club is 
really a change for the better finan- 
cially.

We are 
doing them the courtesy of allowing 
them the privilege of Staying in the 
league if they wish to.

New York, June 3.—( Publishers’ 
Press Specia!.)—-All the ball fields and 
athletic centers are in splendid shape 
and the outlook is that this will be a 
most successful one. 

One of the best baseball coaches in 
the country told me once that he would 
rather have his men nervous than cold. 

“The combination,” said he, “is too 
much for most men, but nervousness 
is not a drawback. 1 like athletes 
with temperament. It is their imagi- 
nation that gives them stage fright, 
but it is also their imagination that 
ultimately leads them to do almost the 
impossible when the great test comes. 
It is of special value in games in 
which the men come into physical con- 
tact, like baseball, football and la- 
crosse. The first contact with the 
Player of the opposing team usually 
settles the stage fright unless the man 
is hopeless, and after that he has his 
‘nerve,’ not his nerves, to fall back 
upon. 


“I want them to imagine what will 
happen if they make a mistake, but I 
also want them to imagine themselves 
making a great run for a touchdown, 
or kicking a goal from the field, or 
something like that. There are times, 
of course, when it has not worked 
both ways, but in the end the right tem- 
perament for the American athlete is 
the nervous temperament, It is that 
temperament that wins the Olympic 
championships and other titles, be- 
cause the nervous man will almost al- 
ways beat the phlegmatic man. It’s 
the American temperament and the 
American can no more change his 
temperament than the leopard his 
spots. When he does change his work 
is apt to fall off. T have seen veterans 
go to pieces at the critical moment be- 
cause they had lost this very quality of 
‘nervousness, and | have seen a new 
man win a great game after he had 
been so shaky before the match that 
he could not pass the ice water at 
lunch without spilling it.”

But it is the first time in Young’s ca- 
reer that waivers have ‘been asked on 
him, and it would seem that the old 
fellow might have been spareg this 
humiliation, since it seams certain 
that none of the other crubs in the 
majors will care to carry him and he 
is not apt to go to the minors. 

Cy Young has done much for Dase. 
ball. He has been one of the pillars of 
the sport for these many years. There 
never was a time that he did uot give 
his club his very best services, and 


the occasions when he has not been of 
the greatest artistic benefit during 
the twenty-two seasons of his career 
have been few and far between indeed. 
The American League owes much to 
Young. When he joined the ranks of 
the new organization he proved the 
entering wedge for an influx of play- 
ers from the old league. Players, 
magnates and the public always had 
confidence in old Cy, and there ‘s no 
doubt that much of the success the 
American League attained resulted 
from Young joining the ranks of the 
new league.

“When we started playing fhe Ath- 
letics in the spring,” saws this’ maan- 
ger, “I noticed that the Philadelphia 
outfielders were cutting off what seem- 
ed sure home runs. We were hitting 
finely and winning our games, but I 
eouldn’t understand why they were 
all playing so deep. Also it seemed 
as if every one of their hits went 
fhrough the box and was out of reach 
of our second. basemay and shortstop. 
Aliso I neyer saw so many high bounces 
in my life. 

‘It took me about three days to tum- 
bie to the fact that the difference was 


in the b&ll, and that the Athletics had 
adapted their game to it. We cut a 
ball open, compared it with a 1910 ball 
we happened to have, and got wise.” 

“Certainly we were next,” said a 
member of the Athletics when this con- 
versation was recounted. “Doesn't 
Uncle Ben Shibe, who owns our club, 
make the balls, and weren’t we experi- 
menNng with them at every morning 
practice last fall?” 

The increase in resiliency of the 
league ball was a surprise to practi- 
cally every American League owner 
except the Athletics, Ban Johnson fail- 
ing to take them into his confidence 
when the change was authorized. The 
first President Navin knew of the 
change was through a story printed 
in a newspaper, though by observation 
he already suspected that a change had 
been made. 

That the Athletics were in such poor 
condition that they were unable to 
take advantage of their advance 
knowledge proved the salvation, in 
all probability, of the American League 
race.

A gnug little sum was burned up by 
the state of Georgia in protecting the 
life of Tom Allen, the alleged Walton 
county outlaw, when a battalion of 
state militia was sent to Monroe to 
protect the prisoner during the trial. 

It took more than $1,000 to defray 
the expenses of the military guard 
alone—over $5)0 a day. 

And when the time of the thousand 
planters and business men of Walton 
county who were meade idie that day, 
some because they had been summoned 
to court, others who came because ‘of 
relationship to or interest in the victim 
of the outrage, and still others who 
were drawn to the courthouse, the 
scene of activity, through mere. idle 
curiosity, is taken into consideration, 
that thousand dollars expended. by 
the state to protect a prisoner and up- 
hold the majesty of the law sinks into 
comparative insignificance. 

But let that cost be what it may 
have been in dollars and cents, that 
military demonstration was worth 
every cent of it because of its moral 
effect, because it convinced at least 
one county in the state that Georgia’s 
militia is no longer a holiday assem- 
bly of men clad in uniform, but that 
it is a body of troops as rigidly dis- 
ciplined, as perfectly organized and as 
efficient, almost, as a body of United 
States regulars in service for years. 


Moral Effects of Troops. 


It was the presence of that body of 
troops and the implicit obedience the 
men gave their officers and the fault- 
less execution of orders alone that 
prevented at least a demonstration, 
from the people of Walton county, in 
which Mrs. Knight lived. Friends of the 
victim were present in number when 
the train pulled into Monroe that night 
fully: satisfied they would meet little 
opposition at the hands of the soldiers. 
But when the company from Athens; 


first to reach Monroe, met the train 
with the prisoner and the — Atlanta 
troops at the station ready to guard 
back any advance as the prisoner left 
the train, the gathering found a serious 
obstacle between it and the prisoner. 
Then much to the disappointment of the 
crowd, if a rush had been contemplated, 
the prisoner did not leave the train at 
once, in charge of the sheriff, but out 
marched an Atlanta company, thereby 
doubling the number of troops on the 
ground ready for any emergency. Then 
came the prisoner and immediately 
after him another company, and then 
another, until all the soldiers had de- 
trained. 

And in the very midst of that body 
of ‘soldiers was the negro prisoner, 
buried so deep and so effectually that 
even the outer ranks of soldiers could 
not see him. So deeply was Allen hid- 
den from observation that there were 
some in the crowd who did not know 
really whether the troops had brought 
him or were there for a bluff. 

Never dreaming but that the prisoner 
would be taken to the county jail, a 
large part of the gathering had gone 
to the prison to be on hand in event 
anything turned up. 

Here again the big crowd was dis- 
appointed, for the .troops, under com- 
mand of. Colonel Pomeroy, marched 
direct to the courthouse, where it had 
been decided to hold the prisoner un- 
der guard rather than take him to jail. 

Before the prisoner was in the court 
room or the second floor of the court- 
house, a heavy guard had not. only 
been thrown around the building, but 
about the entire courthouse lawn, and 
without a pass from the colonel com- 
manding not a man, whether in uni- 
form or not, was allowed to enter even 
that lawn.

Trouble Was Imminent. 


At almost any minute after it be- 
came known that the trial had been 
postponed, trouble was imminent. The 
tension the last hour or so before the 
troops began breaking camp was in- 
tense. It could be almost felt in the 
air. 

But both soldiers and people held 
themselves well in hand. There was not 
the slightest breach of pleasant rela-:

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MRS. HILLHOUSE OF GEORGIA 
WAS FIRST AMERICAN WOMAN 
TO PUBLISH A NEWSPAPER 


Washington, Ga. June 3.—(Special.) 
The erection of a. monument in the 
congressional cemetery at Washington, 
D. C., to the memory of Miss Anne 
Royall, crediting her with being the 
first wéman in the United States to 
publish a newspaper, has brought to 
light some interesting historical data 
pertaining to the early days of Geor- 
gia, with which the records of the 
court of ordinary of Wilkes county 
and the public library of Washing- 
ton, Ga,, are so replete. 

The Washington Gazette-Chronicle 
is one of the oldest weekly papers in 
the state. The Gazette has been pub- 
lished continuously for more than a4 
hundred years, and about six years 
ago it was consolidated with the 
Washington Chronicle, under the 
editorship of James W, Chapman. 

The files of the old Gazette, which 
are the treasured property of the 
Mary Willis Library in this city, show 
that Mrs. Sarah Hilih@use, the grand- 
mother of James Hillhotse Alexander 
—at one time mayor of the city of 
Augusta—was publishing The Gazette 
in Washington, Ga., in 1802, just fifty- 
six years before Miss Année Royall 
started her paper in Washington City. 

It is a fitting tribute to perpetuate 
in immortal bronze the memory of 
any woman who was possessed with 
the business sagacity and the literary 
attainments necessary to the produc-

AS might be 
expected, as soon as the news of the 
“Urquhart millions,” as they are now 
called, got about, heirs, each of whom 
considered himself the’“rightful” one, 
Sprang up all over the country, and 
now Mr. Burns’ office is swamped with 


‘Claimants’ letters by every post, and 
Mr. Burns himself is endeavoring to, 
wade through a daily increasing mass | 


of correspondence, and reconcile the 


the proper recipient of the money. 
The stories of the origin of the for- 
tune—or rather fortunes—are romantic 
and interesting, one of them particu- 
larly interesting to Americans, for it 
was amassed in. California. An an- 


of $350,000 had been in chancery for 
forty years, left by a certain John 
Urquhart. This man was born in Ding- 
well, and had four brothers, named 
Roderick, Alexander, Thomas and Colin, 
and several sisters, one of whom was 
named Isabella. John left his native 
town somewhere between 1820 and 1830 
and went to California, where he pros- 
pered like the green bay-tree, made a 
lot of money, and after twenty or 
twenty-five years returned to England, 
eventually going the way of all flesh 
and leaving a fortune, which has risen 
now in popular imagination to the 
magic and mystic proportion of ‘mil- 
lions.” 
Thrown Into Chancery. 

Shortly after John’s death one of 

those trifling incidents occurred which 


sometimes have such potentious.re- 
sults. A passing fit of petulance 
threw this portion of the “Urquhart 


millions” into chancery, and was the 
cause afterwards of so much excite- 
ment and searching of genealogies. 
Roderick, one gf John’s brothers, a 
frail old man, received’ the letter an- 
nouncing his brother’s death and the 
fact that he had left a sum of $360,000 
behind him. Ag he was reading it, his 
daughter, with whom. he lived, came 
into the room and reproved him for 
something he had done -v@hid® had not 
Pleased her. Angry at being g0 
spoken to, the old man threw the let- 
ter into the fire, remarking that he 
had plenty of money of his own, and 
did not want anybody else’s. Several 
attempts were made by the family 
afterwards to establish a claim to the 
fortune, but no one was successful. 
One man named Douglas pursued the 
matter on the ground that he was 
married to a niece of John Qrquhart,. 
as far as going up to London about 
it, but the proceedings having got 
by this time into the clutches of the 
law, went so slowly that he got tired 
of it and returned to Scotland, and 
there is no reoord as yet available 
as to the position of matters when he 
gave up the pursuit. One great diff'- 
culty is that the locality in whish 
John Qrquhart lived just before he 
died is not Known, thig fact having 
perished in the letter which Roderick 
threw into the fire. 

The history of the second Urquhart 
fortune ig still more romantic. The 
exact amount of it is unknown, but it 
was made in India by a General 
Urquhart who was a close, family 
connection to John, probably a/nephew 
or cousin. This General Urquhart, 
about whose Christian name there 
seems to be considerable doubt, though 
one claimant says it was Hector, en- 
tered the army as a private and pro- 
ceeded to India, whether in the serv- 
ice of the British India Company or-,in 
one of the regular British regiments, 
is not stated. He was a promising 
soldier, handsome and of a fine pres- 
ence. After a while he came home to 
Dingwall on furlough, and there fell 
in love with a dady ,apparently much 
above him in station. She returned 
his affection, and the pair eloped. Her 
family, though the didnot approve of 
the match, wisely determined to make 
the best of it after it was done, and 
bought a commission in the army for 
the young soldier, who returned to In- 
dia with his bride. 

Eventually Became a General. 

He repaid their confidence in him 
by gaining rapid promotion,, eventual- 
ly becoming a general. At this uoint, 
as in the affairs of John, an incident 
occurred to alter the whole course of 
after events. In his case, though, it 
was tragic enough, for he was im- 
peached for treason, tried, and con- 
victed and shot. After his death facts 
came to light which demonstrated the 
general's complete innocence. The au- 
thorities deat handsomely with the 
widow, but money coud not give her 
back her husband; and the unhappy 
woman, prostrated with grief, died be- 
fore she aws able to leave for her na- 
tive and. 

General Urquhart was survived by at 
least one son and. one daughter who 
started home at once with the inten- 
tion of buying an estate and settling 
in Skye, one of the picturesque islands 
off the north coast of Scotland, but ill 
luck still pursued them. During the 
voyage the son died and the daughter 
proceeded alone to Skye, where memo-

ries of her still linger among the 
islanders. From Skye she went one 
year to take “the cure” at the famous 
mineral wells at Strathpeffer Spa, near 
Dingwall, and from the moment she 
left there, she seems to have disap- 
peared completely from history. One 
of Mr. Burns’ tasks now is to endeavor 
from the mass of information which 
daily pours into hte office to trace the 
subsequent movements of this lady, for 
until this is done there is a total ab- 
sence of proof to show the death of 
the last survivor of the general’s fam- 
ily. When did the daughter die and 
where? Where was she buried? Did 
she marry and has she left heirs, are 
vital questions all awaiting solution. 
The fortune involved in this case is 
understood to be considerable. Part of 
the money lies in Edinburgh on deposit 
or under the cognizance of state au- 
thorities. 

In its main features this story is 
substantiated by many correspondents; 
others mix it up with the old story of 
the California fortune, which at all 
events, goes to show that in the family 
which was settled in. Dingwall early 
in the last century there was common 
knowledge that a fortune or fortunes 
waited to be claimed upon a wel- 
founded statement of facts. ‘ 

The third fortune was made in Aus- 
tralia by a Dingwalk Urquhart who 
went there at the time of the first 
fold rush, became a railway contractor, 
made his pile and died without issue. 
Inquiries that have been made in his 
case have led to the discovery of one 
brother who was a soldier and who left 
one daughter, circumstances which 
would serve t6 connect him with Gen- 
eral Urquhart, but this has not been 
fully established as yet. A broker 
named Urquhart, in Salford, the sister 
city of Manchester, claims this fortune 
on the ground that his grandfather 
was the brother of the Australian for- 
tune maker. 

Lot of Great Grandsons. 


Although, as far as can be discovered 
up to now, General Urquhart left only 
one son, who died soon after him, and 
one daughter, who certainly had not 
married at the time of her disappear- 
ance, the number of great-grandsons 
who have suddenly come to life since 
the announcement of the existence of 
the Urquhart millions is little short of 
marvelous, From all over the kingdom 
they have written claiming the soldier 
Urquhart as their sire, only differing in 
the rank they give him and other minor 
particulars, but no doubt when their 
cases come to be dealt with individu- 
ally, this close relationshfp to the rich 
old man will prove to be largely im- 
aginary in a great many cases. One 
man, however, gives a story which is 
more circumstantial than others. He 
says: ; ? 

“T was a boy at school in Rossshire 
fifty years ago. The schoo] boys, when 
we disagreed, called me ‘George the 
Feather.’ Repetition of the name made 
me angry. I told my father, who ex- 
plained that he had a brother in the 
army, and when the brother came home 
on furlough he wore the* feather bon- 
net of the Highlanders, which led to 
my father being distinguished from 
the other Urquharts as ‘George the 
Feather.’ My father told me the people 
were angfy with his brother, who mar- 
ried a lady above his station. My 
uncle’s mame was Hector. My father's 
name was George. He kept an inn at 
Strug, Strathglags, Invernessshire.” 

Running through all these letters is 
evidence of the fact that these various 
Urquharts, scattered here and there, 
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An Urquhart claimant, John Fraser, 
ironmonger, of Dingwall. 
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are of the same branch of the Urqu- 
hart family, and it is almost certain 
that there are three distinct fortunes 
in the Urquhart family waiting to be 
claimed by those who can establish 
their close kinship with John Urqu- 
hart, of California; General Urquhart, 
of India, and the railway contractor of 
Australa. 4 
Mails Awaited With Interest. 

The mails from America, India and 
Australia are awaited with interest. 
It is almost certain that old-timers in 
California will recall John Urquhart, 
or that their descendants will have 
heard of him, while it is not less likely 
that among the many Urquhart con- 
nectiong who have gone to America are 
members of this family, some of whom 
may retain documentary evidence 
which would help to elucidate the facts, 
The Indian story is not so old. The 
facts are 8o striking and tragic that 
they could not be tompletely forgot- 
ten, and are certain to come out before 
long. The <Australian story is also 
about the same age. — 

The Urquhart clan, to which all these 
claimants belong, is one of the oldest 
in Scotland; in fact, no family can 
well claim a greater age, since Sir 
Thomas Urquhart has traced his 
descent in al] seriousness right back 
to Adam and Eve! Sir Thomas was a 
man of great learning, who flourished 
in the time o¢ Charles I. and Cromwell. 
He is renowned for a wonderful tran- 
slation of RaBelais which hé made, and 
he also wrote a treatise on “The True 
Pedigree and Lineal Descent of the 
Most Ancient and Honorable Family of 
Urquhart Since the Creation..of the 
World.” In this treatise he says that 
“many illustrious families, from thence 
descended as yet are in esteem in the 
countries of Germany, Bohemia, Italy, 
France, Spain, England, Scotland, Ire- 
land and several other nations of a 
warmer climate, adjacent to that fa- 
mous territory of Greece, the lovely 
mother of this most ancient and hon- 
orable stem.” Though thus tracing 
his descent more directly to Greece, 
Sir Thomas gives the first of his an- 
cestors as Adam, and*makes out that 
he, “the said Sir Thomas, is by line 
from Adam the 143, from Noah the 134, 
from Esormon the 128,” etc., down to 
his own time. 

Grand Starting Point. 

His grand starting point in the fam- 
ily annals occurs’ in the time of Dsor- 
mon, ‘the fifth from Japhet, son of 
Noah, to whose inheritance befell all 
the regions of Europe: after the de- 
luge.” This Esormon, he says, was a 
sovereign of Greece, which he. inher- 
ited from Japhet through his great- 
grandsire, Penuel, “a most intimate 
friend of Nimrod, the mighty hunter. 
Esormon, for his fortune in wars and 
affability in conversation, was  sur- 
named by his subjects and famiilars, 
Ourohartos, that is, “fortunte and well 
beloved.” It is from this name, Oura- 
hartos, that Sir Thomas says the name 
of Urquhart comes. With the most 
perfect gravity he describes.the coat- 
of-arms of the great-great-grandgon 
of Japhet, and adds that he married 
the queen of the Amazons. He also re- 
lates that one of his family was in 
Abraham’s house when Sodom and Go- 
morrah fell, that the thirty-third of 
the line took to wife a “daughter of 
Hercules,”’ and the thirty-ninth married 
Termuth, the daughter of Pharaoh, who 
found Moses-in the bulrushes.

STINSON GIVES 


NEGROES ADVICE 


: Well-Known _Educator Déepre- 


cates Wave of Law- 
lessness. 


Rev. Richard D. Stinson, principal of 
the Atlanta Normal and Industrial in- 
stitute, one of the best known negro 
has written 
& communication deprecating lawless- 
ness among his race and pointing out 
the remedy for many of the ills from 
which they suffer. The solution of the 
problem, he asserts, is education of the 
right sort. The card follows: 

Wave of Larceny. 

“Why is this wave ofr petty larceny, 
crime and indifference to work and the 
general rough conduct on the part of 


| the loafing and ignorant class of our 


, OWN people? 


Is it true that these con- 


| ditions actually exist to the extent in- 


dicated? I answer yes and more. And 
I point out two or. three reasons for 
them. Atlanta is a growing city and 
is being daily heraldeg to the world by 
her powerful and influential press. The 
negro masses are rushing from the 
farms and their humble, congenial 
country quarters into the city. They 
are not prepared to do the immense 
amount of work at good wages that is 
to be done in the cities. This unfor- 
tunate mass of humanity who don’t 
know that they do fot know is an easy 
prey to the low pool rooms, the dives, 
the red light districts, the near beer 
habit, the blind tiger and houses of 
shame. These persons can In no way 
permanently help the race in this sort 
of conduct in any part of the country. 
It-is not a matter belonging wholly to 
the police qepartment; they are too ig- 
norant ang degraded often to be per- 
mitted to the courthouse, as their just 
punishment in many respects serves as 
fuel. for the political critic and. the 
pessimistic race-right misfits who say 
it is race prejudice, race hate and a 
denial of the negro’s rights. 

“While I am not unmindful that 
these conditions do not apply to all 
negroes, and while I am awaré that 
there is a class of uptight, hard-work- 
ing, sober-thinking, decent members 
of the negro race in every community, 
this bad class is being augmented 
daily. And if not checkmateg by that 
education that the negro, almost whol- 
ly, needs; if a more correct standard 
is not set up in the home, if this idle 
class is not permanently put to work 
and all of this backed up by the good, 
honest man of. God In the pulpit, the 
teacher in the sehool room and driven 
home ‘by the honest press of the coun- 
try and the greatest sympathy shown 
to.those who administer the laws from | 
the humblest to the highest courts of 
justice, there is no telling what the 
end will be. 

Points Out Remedy. 

“There is a remedy for this damag- 
ing, danigerous class of folks in the 
negro race. Ang there is a thorough 
remedy for this stifling ill that prom- 
ises the destruction of the best in char- 
acter building of the negroes them- 
selves. The remedy lays in the stand- 
ard the negro sets up for purity, hon- 
esty, a love for honest work and 
especially to encourage friendly rela- 
tions with all the people where he 
lives. Immoral, whisky-drinking po- 
litical leaders among negroes, who 
blow hot and cold to carry their poiat, 
should be suppresseqd at any coat. 
These leaders have a private and a 
public, a northern ang a southern way 
of expressing themselves. I would not 
be misunderstood, but the negro’s real 
and safest leader is the man and wom- 
an of character and education who 
have always lived and striven to up- 
builq this child race in the southern 
states. I woul@ recommend that the 
school would point out to its youth 
the real value of being employed each 
day of the week the year round. No 
institution among negroes today can 
impress this fact more strongly than 
the unselfish teacher in the practical 
school house. This instruction has al- 
most everything to do with the negro 
being upright, conscientious and de- 
cent and it is next to the impossible 
for him to be useful without this 
training.

IN RAIL WRECK 
She Was Wife of President of 


New Orleans, Mobile and 
Chicago Railroad. 


Yergas, Minn., June.3.—Mrs. L. S&S. 
Berg, wife of the president of the New 
Orleans, Mebile and Chicago railroad, 
was killed in the wreck of a Minneap- 
Olis, St. Paul and Sault Ste.-Marie train 
northbound for Thief River Falls at 11 
o'clock last night. 

A few other passengers sustained 
slight injuries. The wreck was caused 
by a washout in a cut a mile south of 
Vergas, Minn. Mr. and Mrs. Berg were 
en route to Winnipeg in their private 
car, which was destroyed.

HIGH PRAISE IS GIVEN 
TO WATERWORKS SYSTEM 


It is no unusual! thing for Atlanta’s 
waterworks system to receive high 
praise from abroad, but no greater 
tribute has ever been paid to this de- 
partment of ‘tthe city than that which 
appeared in the Saginaw, Mich., Daily 
News on May 31 last. 

Harry C. Conley, of Atlanta, south- 
ern manager of United States Health 
and Accident Company, in a letter to 
Vice-president R. Perry Shorts, of the 
same company, says: 

“Atlanta's water is taken from the 
Chattahoochee river and in its raw 
state is much worse looking than Sag- 
inaw river water, and contains much 
more .foreign matter. When it comes 
out of the filters, however, it is as 
pure as spring or crystal water. 

“Everybody in Atlanta drinks the 
water, and they all thrive on it and 
it has helped to make that city one 
of the most healthful In the country. 

“Filtered, pure water, used for all 
purposes, costs much less in Atlanta 
4, than the dirty, unusuable water from 
the Saginaw river costs here. Mr. 
Conley pays a maximum of 60 cents 
per month, which includes lawn, al- 
though all services are metered.” 

Mr. Conley, after explaining the oper- 
ation of Atlanta’s waterworks system, 
says: : 

“All water in Atlanta is furnished to 
the consumer on. the meter system, 
there now being 23,000 meters in use, 
and by reference to the rules and regu- 
lations contained in the pamphlet which 
IT am tnclosing, you will note that our 


water costs us considerably less here in 
Atlanta than you are paying in Sagi- 
naw. We have all the water we can 
use and then some to spare at a maxi- 
mum cost of 60 cents per month, in- 
cluding such water as is used for 
sprinkling lawns, etc., and never is 
the time when we are compelled to use 
jt just a certain portion of the day or 
night for sprinkling purposes, and 
neither are we required to shut off our 
water at a time of fire. 

“The daily consumption is from 22 
to 25 millions of gallons; the average 
pressure being from 60 to 65 pounds, 
and seldom is the necessity at a time 
ef fire for calling for more pressure, 
and when such an exception is made it 
is caused by the fact of the hydrant be- 
ing attached to one of the older and 
smaller mains, a 56-inch main for ex- 


‘ample. 


“It is claimed that Atlanta has one of 
the finest water systems in the country, 
which is; by the way, self-supporting. 
We use the regular city water for all 
purposes, drinking included, and I be- 
lieve from your personal observations, 
and judging as to the health of the At- 
lanta citizens, and particularly the ap- 
pearance of my own family, we are 
thriving pretty wel} on this water— 
water it is, you know, in this prohibi- 
tion country. 

“It might not be out of place to state 
that the Chattahoochee river water con- 
tains more deposits of foreign matter, 
clay and the like than I believe does the 
Saginaw river; certainly its appearance 
in color would indicate this to be the 
fact. but when the water reaches the 
home it has the appearance of a spring 


or crystal water.”

It is proposed that it shall take in 
those through highways upon which 
the greatest. activity is now manifest- 
ed, and upon which, at some points, 
much work is needed; and that it 
Shall reach Savannah for the grand 
prize and Vanderbilt cup races in No- 
vember, which everybody who can 
possibly do se wants to see. 

The highways of the proposed tour 
are Chattanooga to Atlanta; the An- 
dersonville-Thomasville route from At- 
lanta to Quitman; the link from Quit- 
man to Savannah through Waycross 
and the new Dublin route 
from Savannah to Atlanta.

ruled generally steady to firm, with 
the close very steady at a net ad- 
vance of 6 te 19 points.. October con- 
tracts sold at 13.37, or even with the 
high level reached on May 18, and new 
crop months were relatively firm dur- 
ing the entire day on reports that 
government experts were finding the 
boll weevil numerous in Clarke county, 
Alabama, and rumors of hot winds in 
Arkansas. 

The market opened steady at an 
advance of 3@8 points, on overnight 
buying orders, which were supported, 
for the most part, to reflect covering 
S by shorts who were disappointed that 
the high condition report of the gov~ 
ernment had not exerted a more de- 
pressing influence on the market yes- 
terday. Right. after the opening 
there was a little irregularity and 
the old crop showed momentary weak- 
ness, with August easing off from 
415.20 to 15.14, under scattering liqui- 
dation, but the new crop barely re- 
sponded to the old crop setback, and 
the entire list soon firmed up, on buy- 
ing on both accounts inspireq by the 
continued dry weather in the south and 
the boll weevil rumors’ mentioned 
above. Last prices were within a 
point or two from the top on nearly 
all the active months. The weather 
map showed temperatures of 100 to

Issues Made 
rds for 
Year. 


New York, June 3.—The advance in 
prices on the stock exchange was con- 
tinued today, and trading was un- 
usually heavy for the week-end ses- 
sion. A majority of the leading is- 
sues made new high records for the 
year and the movement compre- 
hended a number of minor specialties. 
After the movenjent had carried up 
prices to a point or more in some 
cases, the pressure of profit taking 
sales caused some recessions, without, 
however, impairing the market's ap- 
pearance of underlying strength. Rea- 
lizing was especially heavy in the Hil} 
stocks by reason of the extent of their 
recent rise, and they lagged behind 
other railroad issues. Canadian Paci- 
fic and American Telephone showed 
some heaviness. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the brief session was the sale, soon 
after the opening, of a block of $1,- 
000,000 Atchison convertible fours,at 
105. This is one of the largest trans- 
actions in railroad bonds within the 
memory of Wall Street traders. The 
bonds were sold to a banking house 
which recently took over by direct 
purchase some $12,000,000 of these se°- 
curities from the road’s bankers. 

Increased activity in movement of 
freight was indicated by the _ fort- 
nightly report on idle cars, showing a 
decrease in the number during the 
last period. 

The weekly bank statement showed 
an increase in loans for the first time 
in about two months. In the actual 
statement, the increase was $12,600,- 
000, with a cash loss of nearly $6,- 
500,000. Loans of non-member banks 
and trust companies fell $4,500,000. The 
exhibit, as a whole, was well within 
expectations, the important changes re- 
flecting little more than syndicate 
bond purchases, together with June 
interest and dividend disbursements.

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Is Real Race Suicide Nation 
— Dught to Fear 


So Says Dr. Josephine Baker, 
One of Best Women Physi- 
cians in the Country---Babies 
Enough Are Born, but Too 
Many Are Allowed to Die. 


New’ York, June 3.—(Special.)—Dr. 
S. Josephine Baker, chief of the divi- 
sion of child hygiene, of the depart- 
ment of health of New. York, and one 
of the best known women physiciaps 
in the country, made the statement 
today that the waste of Hfe among 
children which’ we are deliberately per- 
mitting, tn a manner which is well 
nigh criminal, is the real “race sui- 
cide” of which the nation need be in 
fear rather than in the fact that more 
babies are not born. 

Dr. Baker says: 

“In conserving the resources of a 
nation, it seems to.me that we ought 
to start at first in the conservation 
of human life rather than the conser- 
vation of the more material resources. 

“The problem of infantile mortality 
is one of the most difficult we have to 


meet in the division of child hygiene 


of -the. departmegt of health of the 
city of New York. .I believe that the 
éxcessive mortality is due primarily 
fo ignorance and jimproper feeding 
and care. This fact applies to all the 
cities in the Uniteg States. 

“The death rates of infants through- 
out the country generally has de- 
creased by 50 per cent in the last 30 
years. This is due to the campaign 
of prevention, so-called, that has been 


due really to the knowledge we shave 

acquired that the large part of these 

deaths are absolutely preventable. 
Mothers, Must, Be Educated, 

“The two things needed to prevent 
the large infant mortality is the edu- 
cation of mothers: in the care of in- 
fants and ‘in the providing of proper 
food for the babies, where the moth- 
e can not nurse. them. 

“In this country ’*the federal govern- 
ment itself has not taken up the ques- 
tion of infantile mortality, but’ prac- 
tically every large city has, because 
they realize the enormous detriment 
to the community itself that-this tre- 
mendous waste of life should go on. 
We who. are. really engaged in this 
work know that fully sixty per. cent. 
of this mortality can be prevented. 
It costs less to keep a baby well than 
to let a baby get sick, then: bury it. 

“As the greatest proportion of in- 
fantile mortality is due to ignorance, 
therefore,. the most important means 
taken to prevent it must be educa- 
tion, and this education “must be ap- 
plied directly to the mother,’ because 
the mother herself is the one who 
must save her baby if anyone canh. 
It is necéssary in this kind of -educa- 
tional work to make the persdénal ap- 
peal to the mother: 

“In connection -with the reduction 
of infant mortality, a movement has 
originated in the division of chila@ hy- 
giene- in the department of health of 
New York’ city, which has. attracted 
a good deal of attention throughout 
the country, and which, in my opinion, 
is one of the greatest factors in the 
campaign. This is the estimate of 
our little mothers leagues. We find 
in this. city, 4s in. every city in the 
country, that fm large families the 
care of the babies is delegated, jn most 
instances to an older child: the mother 
herself has every little to do with the 
extra care of the baby. 

How to Care for Babtes, 

“Last year one hundred and sixty- 
One doctors in this division gave lec- 
tures in every public school in New 
York city to girls over 12 years of 
age on ‘How to Care for Babies.’ Then 
they formed in every part. of the city, 
where it was evident thar tne girls 
did not Yook out for the babies, these 
Little Mothers’ Leagues. ; 

“The children were taught at their 
school. meetings exactly how a baby 
should be cared for, how it should be 
dressed, how it should be bathed, 
how it should be fed, the exact way 
of preparing the baby’s bed. We have 
seventy-one of these leagues with a 
membership of twenty-two thousand 
girls. They are not only a help to 
the babies who are taken care of by 
these girls at the present time but 
when they have their own children 
they will know how to take care of 
them. I think this is one of the most 
valuable parts of this work, because 
it is truly perfected, that.is, the girls 
are now educated in one business in 
life which will probably come into use 
to almost all of them. 

“We need not get tremendously ex- 
cited in this country over the possi- 
bility of a decrease in the birth rate, 
So long as we view with complacency 
an undefensible death rate among the 
babies, and it is just a question of 
the importance the country attaches to 
this child problem, as to whether or 
not it shall be solved. It rests with 
the people themselves. The minute 
they are willing to make a provision 
for the life as they are for making 
provision for death, just so soon they 
will find the death rate among these 
preventable diseases being reduced to 
a minimum.” é

GOOD ROADS ASSOCIATION 
OUTLINES ITS PURPOSES 


Waycross, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)— 
[n, @ statement just issued by lL. V. 
Williams, president of the South Geor- 
gia Good Roads <Association, which 
was organized at Waycross May 26, 
the policy of the association is clearly 
outlined, and the purposes of the asso- 
zation defined beyond any possible 
tha®tce of misunderstanding. 

No particular highway proposition 
will get the association’s backing, as 
-he* organization is to agitate and en- 
sourage the building of good roads and 
‘onnecting’ roads throughout the state, 
particularly in the southern part of the 
state. To get the proper knowledge 
of materials, and construction before 
the officials in charge of road work 
thé co-operation of the United States 
public road department will be en- 
listed, and bulletins covering all de- 


| 


tails issuéd under the supervision of 
experts in road building. 

Maps of roads already bulit, and 
those proposed, will be secured, and 
where no eohnections are made by 
counties adjoining they will be urged 
to change their routing so as to make 
a continuous ‘highway. 

The association proposes to invite 
all counties and organizations inter- 
ested in road improvement to become 
members of the association. Govern- 
ment experts will attend the monthly 
meetings, which will never be held at 
the same point twice. The object of

HANSON MONUMENT

Imposing Memorial Will Be 
Erected in Macon to Former 
Head of Central Railroad. 


Savannah, Ga, June 3.—(Special.)— 
For the purpose of formulating plans 
for the erection in Macon of a monu- 
ment to Major John F. Hanson, late 
president of the Central of Georgia 
Railway and Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany, the monument committee ap- 
pointed shortly after Major Hanson's 
death, will hold its first meeting in 
Savannah June 10. 

At this meeting, which will proba- 
bly bea held in the directors’ room of 
the Central railway, preliminary ar- 
rangements looking to the erection of 
the monument to the famous railroad 
official will be made. 

Colonel C. R. Pendleton, of Macon, 
is chairman of the committee. 

So far no action has been taken in 
regard to the erection of the monu-/y 
ment to Major Honson. It is expected 
that at the meeting June 10 the de- 
sign will be selected, ‘and possibly a 
date named for the beginning of work 
on its erection.

Leopardi. 
(Mary W. Arms, in the June Forum.) 

In Leopardi’s work there is the same 
mingling of personal age 8 ele- 
ments as in his life. oetically, he 
was undoubtedly one of the most 
richly endowed of the singers of the 
Risorgimento, combining a trend of 
thought wholly modern with an ex- 
pression classic in its dignity and 
reminiscent not seldom of Dante and 
Petrarch. .In “Sylvia” we have an ex- 
ample of his art as a lyric poet; in 
‘La Ginestra,” of his intellectual pow- 
er. The first shows at its best the 
delicate poetic. sentiment and feeling 
for nature, the charm of descriptive 
touch, which are woven like a thread 
of moonilght through the blackness of 
hig melancholy. Occasionally—in the 
description of the eruption of Vesu- 
vius ang the picture of Pompeli in “La 
Ginestra,” for instance—you feel the 
intellectual force of the idea rather 
than the more poetic quality of atmos- 
pheric suggestion; but many of the 
minor poems, like “I] Passero Solita- 
rie,” show “wonderfu impressionistic 
touches. 

It is probably in “La Ginestra” that 
Leopardl’s philosophy is the most com- 
pletely embodied. At first glance this 
philosophy would seem merely nega- 
tive; what is, is bad, sasy the poet, 
and yet gives no key by which beétter 
might be unlocked. The thesis which 
he here powerfully presents is that 
man is a helpless atom in the power of 
a destructive and cruel nature. He 
casts the keenest darts of his irony at 
the human vainglory which would 
make man the lord and chief eng of 
all created things. Religion is only 
another form of this vainglory, since 
it teaches him to believe himself the 
special cars of a personal God whose

AND THE FEASTS OF TODAY

The grand ovations, extensive enter- 
tainments and elaborate menus recent- 
ly extended to ex-President Roosevelt 
and President Taft throughout’ the 
south, together with the bilis of fare 
gerved at Easter dinners by the lead- 
ing hotels of the south, are very much 
in contrast with dinners and receptions 
given public men a hundred or more 
years Bat : 

When General Washington, our first 
president, was inaugurated amid much 
pomp and ceremony, he gave a din- 
ner a few days thereafter. This was 
the first of May, 1789; at it were many 
of the most prominent men of the 
country. As soon as seated, Washing- 
ton said grace and they dined upon a 
leg of mutton. After a simple dessert, 
a single glass of wine was offered to 
each guest and when it was drunk, 
General Washington arose and the 
company adjourned. This dinner was 
given in New York. Soon thereafter 
the capital, then in New York, was 
transferred to Philadelphia. 

It Was Gay Period. 

A writer of the day says: “The cream 
of the cream of society graced 
Philadelphia at this period. The 
Duke de Lanizon said that ‘in 
beauty, grace and intelligence, the 
women could not be surpassed.’ The 


gay Marginis de Chastiter became en-- 


thused ‘in describing the dames and 
damoselies.’. All that the United States 
contained of illustrious men of states- 
manship was assembled at the new 
capital. Dinners, balls and gayeties 
of every description followed each 
other. Nothing was ever seen like the 
frenzy that had seized the inhabitants 
here. They have been half mad ever 
since the city became a seat of govern- 
ment: there Is no Hmit to their prodi- 
gality.” 

In the midst of this world of prodi- 
gality, the day before the close of his 
administration,. General Washington 
gave a dinner to his successor, Mr. 
Adams. At this dinner were the lead- 
ing men of the country. “During the 
dinner much levity prevailed. But on 
the removal of the cloth, having filled 
his glass, the president arose and said, 
‘This is-the last time I shall drink your 
Nealth as a public man. I do it with 
sincerity, and wish you all happiness. 
After a plain dessert this put an ence 
to all pleasantry and forced tears to 
many eyes.” 

On the 29th of May following, Mrs. 
Washington held her first levee; and 
they were continued every Tuesday 
evening from 8 to 10 o’clock. “These re- 
ceptions were marked by little ostenta- 
tions or restraint, and were attended 
by all that were fashionable, elegant, 
and refined in society. But they were 
select and courtly, and not subject to 
the tntrusion of the rabble. Mrs. 
Washington was careful to exact prop- 
er courtesy in the drawing room. The 
refreshments at the ordinary levees 
were plain, consisting most generally 
of tea, and coffee with cake. To Mrs. 
Washington is due the credit of hav- 
ing first introduced at fashionable din- 


ners and teas the refreshing and de-| 


lightful beverage ide cream.” 

In August General Washington saw 
fit to give a “military dinner.” In his

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DR. HAMILL PAYS TRIBUTE 
TO MAJOR WM. F. SLATON 


Dr. H. M. Hamill has an interesting 
contribution in a recent issue of The 
Christian Advocate in which he deals 


William F. Slaton. / 
Writing of him under the title “A 
Great Teacher,” Dr. Hamill says: 
The south has many “famous teach- 
ters, but none more reserving of honor 
than Major William F. Slaton, of At- 
lanta, Ga., a veteran of eighty years, 
who is waiting serenely and quietly 
for Charon and his boat. A few weeks 
ago I happened to be near enough to 
join with’many others in honoring the 
anniversary of his birth. As I took 


looked again, perhaps for the 
time, into his still handsome and ever- 
kindly face, I could partly understand 
the strange spell he cast upon many 
(hundreds of us in the old academy 
aays before the war. He had the 
touch of a master in all that he did, 
and was fif years in advance of ed- 
ucational ideas and methods now being 
exploited as new. He is a striking ex- 
ample of high pedagogic succession, 
and illustrates the passing of genius 
along lines of intellectual contact. In 
the best sense, he was well born and 
bred, his father being a fine old Ken- 
tucky gentleman of thebest ante-bel- 


‘;lum type, who gave to his son a sturdy 


manhood and high ideals of service. 
His mother belonged to the famous 
Harris family of Georgia, with father

prime chancellor, and Mrs. Cochran 
the wife of his sergeant general.’ I 
give an account of this “military din- 
ner’ in his own words, as written by 
General Washington in a letter to Dr. 
John Cochran, West Point, 16 August, 
1789. 

“Dear Doctor: I have asked Mrs. 
Cochran and Mrs. Livingston to dine 
with. me tomorrow; but I am not in 
honor bound to aprise them of their 
fair. As I hate deception even where 
the imagination only is concerned, I 
will. It is needless to premise, that my 
table is large enough to hold the ladies. 
Of this they had ocular proof yester- 
day. To say how it is usually covered 
is rather more essential, and this shal] 
be the purport of my letter.

’ “Since our arrival at this happy spot 
we have had a ham, some time a shoul- 
der of bacon to grace the head of the 
table; a piece of roast beef adorned the 
foot of the table, a dish of beans, or 
greens, almost imperceptible decorates 
the center. When the cook has a mind 
to cut a figure, which I presume will 
be the case tomorrow, we have two 
beefsteak pies, or dishes of crabs in 
addition, one on each side of the cen- 
ter dish, dividing the space and reduc- 
ing the distance between the dish and 
dish to about six feet, which without 
them would be near twelve feet apart. 
Of late, my cook has had the surprising 
sagacity to discover that apples will 
make pies; and it is a question if in the 
violence of his efforts we do not get 
one of apples instead of both pies being 
of beefsteak. If the ladies can put 
up with such entertainments and will 
submit to partake of it on plates, once 
tin but now iron (not become so by 
the labor of scouring) I shall be happy 
to see them; and am, dear doctor, 
yours, etc.’

To render this menua complete, up- 
to-date bill of fare I will especially 
suggest that there should have been 
added to the sixty different articles 
found on the table (here remember the 
Washingtons had only five or six) at 
least twenty or thirty of the corn 
dishes, now being prepared by the 
14-year Georgia girl, Miss Mattie 
Lou Branham, of Eatonton, member of 
a pioneer middle Georgia family. Out 
of corn, our common Georgia corn, 
she “as already developed geventy 


}savory dishes, but we will only men- 


tion a few that ought to be added to 
this Easter “dinner. For instance, 
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and brothers in honor among the lead- 
,ers of the state, and herself a woman 
of rare intellectual power. 

As a boy, Major Slaton was ‘fiven 
:choice of the school in’ which the 
foundation of his education was to be 
laid, and with a wisdom beyond his 
years. he- chose as his teacher Dr. 
Carlyle F. Beaman, of Mt. Zion, Ga., 
the severest disciplinarian and ‘most 
famous teacher of his times. His 
‘academy” was part of a unique and 
inrivaled educational system of 
schools throughout the old south that 
‘aught and trained the great leaders 
whose names weré household wards 
with our fathers and mothers. Their 
‘urriculum rarely went beyond the 
‘our conventional elements, Latin, 
Greek, mathematics and the classics 
of our English tongue; but . what 
splendid scholarship, accuracy of 
earning, beauty of speech and high 
honor of motive and action these old- 
ime academies and their high-bred 
nasters imparted! Young Slaton won 
he honors of the Beaman school and 
‘ent forth with the prophecy of 
reatness from his teacher. 

When little more than a boy he 
ounded his first school, the Oak 
sowery .academy; in a little village 
off the railroad in eastern Alabama, 
and another famous academy at once 
sprang up under the peaceful shade 
of the great trees fh that remote coun- 
try place. Hundreds of boys and 
young men from many states flocked 
to it. A little later, while the plans 
were being laid for the East Alabafte 
college of the old Alabama conference, 
Professor Slaton was induced to move 
his academy to Auburn, Ala, and in 
@ little time the streets of that town 
were thronged with students, and it 
entered upon an educational career that 
has made the name of the beautiful lit- 
tle city Known for two generations, 
centering at this time upon the Auburn 
“Tech,” which sends its graduates into 
all parts of the world. ; 

There were two hundred and fifty of 
us in that old Auburn academy, with 
its rush of life and light of learning. 
I was nine or ten years old when I en- 
tered it, and the first glance at the

the hand of my old schoolmaster and 
last 


handsome and graceful figure’ of my 
young headmaster, and the little word 
he charmed away my fears with, won 
my heart. I remember that he started 
me in Caesar and somebody’s bulky 
Latin grammar my first day. and a 
week later gave me an introductory 
thrashing for a slovenly written trans¢ 
lation. Though the keynote of our 
learning was the study of language 
and mathematics, running up to the 
junier college year, yet Slaton guard- 
ed the lesser’ things of our education 
with a painstaking supervision that I 
have rarely found in later pretentious 
schools. I doubt if ever a body of stu- 
dents were trained so well in the nice- 
ties and accuracies of reading, writing 
and spelling. 

Every Friday afternoon was given to 
a rehearsal of the gems of English 
literature, often in a quaint concert- 
recitative, under the eye and training 
ef our teacher--—a feature of the acad- 
emy peculiar to itself, which added not 
a little to the reputation of the school. 
Every boy. whose work for the week 
in the homelier elements had been of 
marked distinction was given a half 
holiday, and there was a system of 
honors and rewards that kept us on our 
mettle at all times. Woe to the care- 
less and lazy student, and heavier woe 
to the willful scion of some aristo- 
cratic southern family, who set him- 
self against the strict and impartial 
rules of the academy! 

I remember an afternoon when thirty 
or more of the older students were ar- 
raigned before the Keen eye and resolute 
authority of our teacher for wanton 
destruction of town property in a 
schoolboy carnival] of mischief a few 
nights before, and how awful] the still- 
ness when Professor Slaton said: “I 
never condone a mean act, young gen- 
tlemen, and your conduct in this case 
was wholly wanton and mean. I will 
give you five minutes to choose be- 
tween expulsion and a thrashing at my 
hands.” To my last day I cannot for- 
get the thrill of sympethy and admira- 
tion that ran through us onlookers as 
the oldest of the offenders stepped for-. 
ward bravely and said: “You are right, | 
professor; it was.a mean thing, and I’ll 
take a hundred thrashings rather than 
leave you and:your school.” Take it he 
did, and the full thirty, one by one, 
after him; but every time one stepped 
under the uplifted rod we shook the 
academy with our rounds of applause. 
Yet an hour later this same _ great 
teacher was. our leader at town ball, 
and the fellows who had paid the price 
of their folly were his closest com-! 
panions in the game. 

‘How our teacher built up a sense of 

honor in us, and every year led his 
great schoo] into an old-time revival 
that converted most of us and turned 
our young hearts and minds toward the 
nobler ideals of Christian service; or 
how he led some of us up to the 
mouths of the cannons as our regimen- 
tal major until the war drums ceased 
and peace returned; how he turned 
again, as General Lee did, to devote 
himself to the youth of the new south, 
founding and maintatning the Atlanta 
public schools for twenty-eight years, 
until age and broken health came upon 
him, and his high office passed to his 
son, the present city superintendent: 
and how the old man, changed only. in 
the outward seeming, holds his place 
forever secure in the hearts of his old 
boys, many of whom have come to 
honor, no printed page can tell. 

As Horace sang to Macaenas, “May 
he return late to heaven!” and if I had 
his epitaph to write, it would be some- 
thing like this: “A great teacher, much 
in honor and affection. If you seek his 
monument, you will find it in the lives 
of his pupils.”

After a 
month everything will be easy, fruit 
will be plentiful, pleasures will be in- 


raugurated and the plowboys and coun- 


try lasses will be romping in joyful 
glee, while old people will fold their 
hands in contentment, resting in the 
faith that God will do the rest. 

How blest are such conditions. Where 
else can it be found? The country 
family that has done its part through 
the past four months can trust the 
rest to Providence with a confidence 
and peace of mind that no other class 
on earth can ever feel. The mechanics 
must still hammer, the merchant. is 
in the midst of a dull season and longs 
for cotton to come again. The people 
with bountiful incomes are fanning at 
the heat and seeking resorts and the 
fascinations of travel and change to 
give them that ease that the poorest 
clodhopper in Georgta finds right at 
his house, under the big trees by his 
door, or in the groves at the church or 
at his picnics. The quality of com- 
fort and freedom from anxiety pur- 
chased by travel and in the whirl of 
society is so poor, in comparison with 
the simple country delights, that it 
seems a wonder that men with sense 
to accumulate millions would not have 
sense to know the charming delights 
that could be found in country homes 
in Georgia. : 

What a time these rich people could 
have if they only knew it. The 
money spent in the pursuit of fashion 
would give them country villas 
weighted down with all the pleasures 
to be desired, with health abundant 
and a freedom from anxiéty that they 
could never have amid the fluctuations 
of stocks and bonds and the tricks of 
fickle commerce. Only think of how 
one of the rich belles could shine at 
one of our good country churches, pro- 
vided she has sense and character in 
keeping with her wealth. Surely, all 
their desires of being admired could 
be satisfied without any resort to the 
hoopskirt craze or any other craze to 
exploit themselves, and the  friend- 
ships formed by mixing with these 
country people would be so sincere as 
to fully make up for what was lack- 


Georgia hoecake, Boston brown bread, 
Johnny cake, sweet potato Johnny 
cake, boiled corn on the ear, also baked 
corn, hominy, corn battercakes, ‘lye 
hominy fritters, persimmon bread, bag 
pudding, corndodger, corn meal wafers, 
cornbread potato biscuit, “cornbread 
pone, corn dumpling, etc. 

But for the best of dinners, give me an 
old-fashion ante-béellum Georgia dinner 
composed of almost entirely of ar- 
ticles the product of Georgia soil. From 
the first “hog-killing time” in early 
winter ‘til the “laying-by of crops” in 
June and July there was always some- 
thing either in the shape of meats\or 
vegetables coming to the Georgian 
that could make him “a feast fit for a 
king.” 

Old-timers still cherish pleasant 
memories of the delicious fare dis- 
penseg at rural towns and wayside 
inns all over Georgia before the war. 
Chicken pie, sweet potatoes served in 
various ways, corn pones, abundance 
of pure rich fresh milk and buttermilk. 
Spare ribs and backbones, country 
smoked ham, souse meat, deNcately

ing in culture and formality. The 
country don’t need any fool rich folks, 
but if good and sensible rich girls and 
boys would try country life as it is in 
Georgia it would be a revelation to 
them and they would never crave to 
live and move in the dissipations of 
town life any more. 

And what a time one of the old 
millionaires himself could have. What 
a man he couTd be. The Georgia Crack- 
ers would look upon him in admira- 
tion, for all admire success. If he 
would come out and only spend as 
much in hospitality as he spends in 
rallroad tickets and tips to servants 
he would be great, provided that he, 
like the belles, have sense and char- 
acter. It is a thing to be proud of, 
that.country folks yet put character 
above wealth, but it’s delightful to go 
together 

What good does it do an old miser 
to remain among his own Uk? He is 
thought nothing extra of, and more 
than apt it is often remarked that the 
old fool ought to die. <A fine house 
on Peachtree street is nothing—they 
are all fine on that street—and one 
must seek contrast to get the best 
results at exploitation. If you will 
bring that money out into the coun- 
try and spend just one-half of what 
you spend there, there won’t .be any 
remtarks about your having hutlivea 
your time, and you will be truly and 
sincerely admired. 

And the rich old lady, what a wom- 
an she could be. It does me good to 
imagine how she woukd be talked 
about as she drives up to church on 
meeting days. Her chickens and ducks 
and turkeys are the finest, her hams 
are the sweetest and the gravy the 
reddest, coffee the best, milk the cool- 
est, all this, and hundreds of other 
good things would be said about her, 
and the crowning praise would be that 
she was a good old mother and a Chri&- 
tian and a friend to the little courtry 
churches. 

I am a full belfever that the south- 
ern country gentleman will pretty 
soon be the man among men. The 
country’ needs ‘the brains capable of 
doing what thousands have done, and 
it needs their capital. All praise is 
due the brave men and women who 
remained in the country’ and fought 
the fight that they have fought, but 
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too many teft, they have gained wealth, 
but they have lost many delights, and 
now it has come to be almost essential 
for these to return to the country to 
save us from a demoralization that 
will sweep morals, wealth and our 
most sacred endearments from the face 
of America. So long as the country- 
man remains free from these demor- 
alizations he leavens the whole, but 
lose him, lose the country church and 
the country preacher and we are on 
ground where wealth would not*count 
for much in sAving to us euch things 
so desirable to be saved. 4 

Perhaps there were justas priricely 
men in the years before the war as 
there can ever be again, and the south 
was an agricultural land, strictly. 
Perhaps men then were endowed with 
the same instincts for being rich, but 
riches would not exalt in the same way 
that it does now. The dollar mark was 
not held up to the youths as the great- 
est thing to be obtained. Georgia and 
South Carolina were the richest states 
per capita of our American union be- 
fore the war, but there was not a mil- 
lionaire in either state—there was nota 
man in Georgia that at all approached 
a million. But character was taught to 
be the greatest thing. The schools im- 
pressed this, the homes trained it. The 
poorest young men then married the 
richest girls and vice versa, This is 
as it should be, this keeps the equilib- 
rium, both in practical sense and in the 
matter of wealth. Great wealth with- 
out character is nothing—it might 
crow to be dangerous to its possessor. 

The time has not exactly arrived as 
yet, but it will come when wealth and 
brain will. turn to rural pursuits, and 
the desire will be~to robe agriculture 
with the dignity it so well deserves. 
Then we will see a specimen of man- 
hood and womanhood that will put a 
great many things above the dollar; 
the hearthstones will be restored, the 
churches will be saved, the good 
preachers will be appreciated and the 
old daddy and mammy will come into 
their own. We country folk dream 
over this; we think we see great 
changes in the near future, and until 
then— )

- These citizens—chosen from every walk of life, members and 
non-members of the chamber, councilmen, laboring and profes- 
sional men—are soon to meet and select a sub-committee of seven 
members. , : 

Upon this sub-committee will devolve the task of‘ turning the 
searchlight upon the proposal for a commission form of government 
—for Atlanta! They will also evolve a charter, built upon the 
commission principle, to be submitted to the voters of Atlanta for 
approval. 

An investigation, such as is proposed, means so complete a ven- 
tilation of the issue as not to leave the humblest voter or the small- 
est point in fog. | 

Even those opposed to the principle of commission government 
should welcome this movement in the hope that its outcome may 
be a report which will contain all that is best in the governmental 
principle under consideration. Even the opponents of this princi- 
ple, as good citizens, when called upon finally to decide on the char- 
acter of government for Atlanta of the future would naturally pre- 
fer a contest between conditions advocated by them and the very 
best that is contained in the alternative proposition on which they 
will be called upon to vote. To that extent they should cordially 
encourage the movement now under way. 

The committee to draft the proposed new charter is committed 
to no plan. They will not cut a charter for Atlanta by the pattern 
of Galveston, or Houston, or Des Moines, or Birmingham, or any 
other of the hundred-odd American cities already operating under 
the plan. But they,should, placing the charter and the experience 
of every city in the retort of judicial analysis, find out the best and 
the worst in each; show where and why one fails and the other 
succeeds; out of the composite whole, construct a tentative charter 
for Atlanta— 

And, above all else, make allowance for peculiar local conditions 
and exigencies that may defy the rule-of-thumb of any commission 
charter yet devised. | 

When their mission is completed, the charter will be submitted 


to the people. It should not leave one point in doubt, one issue 
muddled. 

Then battle before the people will be joined. The advo- 
cates and opponents of the plan will make themselves clear. If the 
present system is best, that will be established. If commission gov- 
ernment, as modeled by the sub-committee, is better, that will be 
established.

THE SOUTH’S RAILWAY LEAD. 


in percentage of increase of freight and passenger traffic, and 
of expenditure for structures and maintenance of way, the south 
leads the rest of the country, according to a recent statement of the 
interstate commerce commission. 

The Baltimore Sun reduces the report to the following tabloid 
form, significant of an awakening activity among the railroads of 


the southern states: 
A statement recently issued by the interstate commerce cummission shows

a gratifying improvement in the business and general conditions in the busi- | 


ness and general conditions of southern railroads, a showing that is full of 
encouragement for the future of that section of the country. The report shows 
that, while the increase in freight business throughout the entire country for 
1910 over 1909 was 7.6 per cent, the increase for the southern roads was 10.1 
The passenger traffic for the entire country increased during the 
same period 6.1 per cent, and in the south 10 per cent. The expenditures for 
structures and maintenance of way increased by 11.3 per cent throughout the 
country generally, while in the south the increase was 15.8 per cent. For main- 
taining equipment the general increase was 9.6 per cent, while in the southern 


states it was 13.2 per cent. 
These figures mean that_Failroad people see and appreciate the potentlali- 
ties of the southern country and are preparing to meet their growing demands 


in the way of transportation service. 

Even these increases in pro rata expenditures and traffic over 
the remainder of the country will not provide facilities for the 
south’s expanding business, since the foremost engineering experts 
are authority for the statement that this section’s transportation 
system must have something like a billion dollars poured into it 
during the forthcoming decade. | 

But it is not amiss, in the face of this condition, to emphasize 
the warning recently set forth in The Constitution: That bond 
issues and general financing arrangements will only be authorized 
as the\southern people are assured that the proceeds will go to 
legitimate injprovements, and not to pyramidal or “watering” prto- 
jects. With both of these latter phases of sky-scraping finance, the 
south has had costly experience. . 

Money must, and will, be forthcoming for making the great 
highways of trade meet the needs of today and tomorrow. But 
it must be justifiably expended—not “diverted” in the ‘fashion made 
sadly familiar during the past two decades. 
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RIGHT ROAD-BUILDING SPIRIT.

| A vivid word-picture of Francisco I. Madero, Jr., the man of 
the hour in Mexico, is that given by an ex-insurrecto who has 
recently returned with an honorable discharge to this country. 
Describing the man upon whom the aroused interest of the world 


is now focused, he said: 


, Madero is a dreamer, an idealist. I have met and talked with the aman 
dozens of times, and have seen him under every possible test. I ought to know 
him. His is an odd mixture of the scholar and the Utopian. He lacks decision. 
Everybody knows that it was the fall of Juarez that precipitated the downfall 
‘of Diaz, and finally crowned the insurgent cause with victory. Yet Madero was 
Opposed to the final sustained assault that crushed Juarez. Fearful of bullets 
flying across the Rio Grande and subsequent American intervention, he was 
unwilling to accept that chance which decides every military crisis. Only when 
, Orozco and other insurrecto leaders were practically in mutiny against him was 
; he drawn into the attack that settled the fate of the border’ town. “He is 

patriotic, and, I believe, unselfish. But I seriously doubt if he is the strong. 
double-jointed persoriality that Mexico needs at this precise moment. And 
when the insurrecto army finds out there aren’t enough jobs to go ’round,’ under 
the new government, he is going to be in his greatest danger. : 


Taking this portraiture as accurate, it is.evident, as The Consti- 
tution has reiterated, that Mexico is yet a far way from genuine 
peace and truly democratic government. If Madero had the deter- 
mination and the qualities of leadership possessed by Diaz in hts 
earlier years, the outlook would be more hopeful.

‘But the thing that counts is that Mexico is launched at last 
upon self-government. It is possible that Madero, blown hither 
and thither by the winds of circumstance, will be unhorsed.

LIVING IN THE OPEN. 


| Not everyone may take a vacation, and not everyone may, lit- 
erally speaking, “take to the woods” in summer: But hardly a man, 
woman or child in Atlanta but may, with slight effort, get from the 
summer that one distinguishing advantage it has to give—living 
and sleeping, to a great extent at least, in the open air. 

As a matter of fact, instead of maligning summer as a season 
meaning: curtailed energies, we should hail it as one providing 
chances for getting closer to nature. In one respect we are com- 
pelled to live sanely. The temperature forbids the closed doors and 
windows still the custom with many people. Perforce, they must 
keep both open, or swelter. And the great majority choose the for- 
mer alternative. ; , 

For little or nothing, one may rig up home-made sleeping-coats, 
adjusted to windows in such manner as to keep the face of the slum- 
berer constantly in the circulating air. The magazines abound with 
plans for such contrivances, and many of the department stores 
carry tent-beds at prices that aré very reasonable. Then comes 
eating and reading, sewing and talking in the open. These are 
better done where one has a porch that may be screened in, with 
a convenient electric or gas “drop” supplying the light. Even in the 
country districts, acetylene or the old reliable kerosene may be made 
to serve all purposes. 
| All. this means, of course, that it will be necessary, in many in- 

stances, to exercise a little ingenuity when quarters are cramped, 
and slight additional expense. Both will be amply compensated by 
the heightened comfort, and that sense of well-being which is a re- 
ward for keeping the blood count at normal by close.association with 
the open air. 


RECLAIMING GEORGIA’S SWAMP LANDS. 


) . 
: The forthcoming general assembly may well consider the rec- 
ommendation of thé Georgia Drainage Congress, held recently at 
Fitzgerald, looking to the reclamation of the swamp lands of this 
state. The resolutions there passed ask that the state appropriate 
$5,000 for a preliminary survey of swamp land and overflow land, 
‘in connection with the federal government. 

[t is true that there are hundreds of thousands of acres of un- 
thes farm land in Georgia waiting for settlers, and offering every 
variety of soil. But it will materially enhance the state’s assets to 
add to this amount. It is notable also that reclaimed swamp land 
makes extremely rich soil, dispensing, in many instances, with the 
need of fertilizer for several successive crops, and returning the 
maximum dividends upon an investment of time and money and 


labor. 
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As things are at present, we do not even know the extent of these ' 


' submerged lands. It is first necessary to ascertain this fact before 
they can be offered for sale, or intelligent steps taken for their 
reclamation. 

The development of great wealth awaits definite knowledge of 
the possibilities of these big under-water areas. Should the legisla- 
ture sees its way clear to meet the federal government halfway, the 
investment would be one of a most practical nature. 
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THE CHILD-KILLING CUP. 


Commending The Constitution’s editorial approval of a bill abol- 
ishing the public drinking cup, School Commissiotrer-elect Martin, 
of Newton county, would have the provisions of the bill extended 
as well to all schools in Georgia. In this connection he indulges, 
as follows, in very plain talk that may be considered by the legis- 
lature:

Visit, if you please, one of these schools at the recess period and view 
;the many children drinking from the same vessel and using one or two cups. 
‘Here you will see daily transmitted from lip to lip perilous bacteria from prac- 
tically every diseased child and family in that locality. 


In Atlanta and several other towns and cities of the state tenta- 
tive regulations provide for individual drinking cups at public 
schools. But the evil is still sufficiently prevalent at the country 
schools; and many: of those in smaller towns, to lend point to Mr. 
Martin’s contentions. 

Laboratory examinations establish that germs of many dis- 
eases swarm on the ordinary public drinking cup. There is no 
question that many. persons have contracted tuberculosis and other 
germ diseases by this vehicle. And that is not to cite those un- 
mentionable maladies that scourge society, and that may be trans- 
mitted by. drinking and eating utensils to innocent individuals. 

As a matter of fact, there is no negative argument in the case 
of the public drinking cup. It remains only to bring the general 
assembly to see the wisdom of decreeing its abolition.

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FIFTH REGIMENT 
LEADS ILI 


Stale Guard Highly Praised by 
the Inspector General 


Second Infantry Stands Lower 
Than the First and the Fifth. 
Inspector Well Pleased With 
Condition of Individual Or- 


ganizations. ~ 


Highly commendatory of the effici- 
ency of the national guard of Georgia 
is the report of the annual inspection 
for 1911 which Major F. L Palmer, in- 
spector general, has recently submitted 
to Adjutant General A. J. Scott. 

The inspector declares that in prac- 
tically every department the percent- 
age has shown an increase over last 
year and the report shows that the 
national guard, taken as a whole, is 
now in better condition than it has 
ever been. 

Fifth Regimert Leads. 

In his report the Inspector places the 
Fifth regiment, with headquarters in 
Atlanta, at the top of the list. 

“As a regiment,” says he, “the Fifth 
infantry stands higher in grading this 
year, as it did also last year, than 
either the First or the Second regi- 
ments. Moreover, except as to rec- 
ords and average enlisted strength for 
the year, its grading is higher than 
either of them under each remaining 
heading, showing that the high grad- 
ing is not due to some fortunate cir- 
cumstance in some one direction.” 

However, the First and Second regi- 
ments are by no means standing st'‘ll, 
as the report of the inspector shows 
that the former has increased its 
grading percentage 3.18 per cent over 
last year, while the Second hhas shown 
an increase of 2.14 per cent over 1910. 

Regarding the inspection of the First 
regiment, Major Palmer .says:: 

“The First infantry, as a regiment, 
is considered to be in very satisfactory 
condition, though several of its or- 
ganizations can be greatly improved, 
Largely due to lack of equally good 
target facilities and. of less apparent 
interest in target firing its grading is 
below that of the Fifth, though above 
the average for the state ang showing 
greater percentage of general im- 
provement for the past year.”’ 

The Second Infantry. 

In reference to the showing made by 
the Second infantry he says: 

“As a regiment the Second infantry 
stands lower in grading this year than 
either the First or the Fifth, although 
there is an average gain among the 


organizations composing it, of 2.14 per 


cent for the year. The dispersion of 
its,component organizations and un- 
fortunate local conditions in same 
cases are largely responsible for this 
result. It is believed that there will 
be great improvement in many of its 
organizations for the coming year 
which will naturally show in the aver- 
age of the regiment itself.”’ 

Regarding the general staff Major 
Palmer says: 

“The officers of the adjutant general 
and the quartermaster general are 
found to be on a high plane of effici- 
ency, which is also believed to be con- 
tinually increasing. All duties are be- 
lieved to be as well and conscientiously 
performed as could be expected under 
the adverse conditions long well 
known, but which cannot be connected 
until greater state appropriations are 
available. 

“Speaking generally,” he says, “this 
inspection was a most successful one, 
probably the most generally- satisfac- 
tory one at which I have been present. 
The United States inspectors were all 
competent ang interested, very patient 
and helpful to all concerned, while 
both officers and enlistea men of the 
guard appeared to be thoroughly in- 
terested. and responsive.”

FOR REDISTRICTING OF STATE

by bill to be introduced at approaching legislative session by Representative

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* Milledgeville, Ga:, June 3.—(Special.) 
If the United States senate passes the 
bill that has already passed the house 
of representatives, increasing the mem- 
bership of the lower house of congress 
from 391 to 433 members, the state of 
Georgia will be entitled to a gain of 
one member, making a total of twelve 
[congressmen from the state, instead 
of eleven. 

This gain of one congressman will 
make it necessary to redistrict the 
state and the question will probably 
be brought up in the coming session 
of the legislature or in the session of 
1912. 

Representative Carl Vinson, of Bald- 
win county, with the aid of the figures 
of the new census and an exhaustive 
study of the one hundred and forty- 
six counties that make up the state, 
will introduce a bill in the Georgia leg- 
islature to redistrict the state. , . 

Considering the conditions that now 
exist, adding a new district without 
inconveniencing any one of the coun- 
ties, and still retaining each of the 
present congressmen in the district he 
now represents, and also giving to 
each of the twelve districts its pro- 
portionate part of Georgia’s population 
is no easy task. 

Colonel Vinson has given a good deal 
of time and study to this and has 
evolved a plan, as shown on the map. 
It will be noticed that the new dis- 
trict is made up from counties now in 
the second, third, fourth and sixth dis- 
tricts. The home counties of all the 
congressmen, respectively, are still lo- 
cated in the districts that they repre- 
sent. As far as possible counties that 
have social and business communica- 
tion have been grouped in the same 
district. 

Vinson Talks of the Plan. 

In speaking of this plan, which he 
suggests, Colonel Vinson says: 

“IT have thought over many plans of 
grouping the countjes so ag to make 
twelve congressional districts and have 
finally settled’ upon this one, and I be- 
lieve that the plan finally adopted will 
not differ much from the one here 
proposed. 

“In my study on the subject I have 
examined the maps of the congression- 
al districts of many states in the union 
and in some they appear to be very 
awkwardly arranged, due, it is said, 
to political gerrymandering—whatever 
political party that has control of the 
legislature at the time of the arrange- 
ment of the districts grouped them ac- 
cording to their political complexion, 
rather than their géographical and 
business relations. 

“In planning congressional districts 
in Georgia, politics scarcely plays a 
part, and, therefore, districts are more 
compactly arranged. The population 
of each district is as near 211,200, 
which is as near one-twelfth of the 
total population of Georgia as is feasi- 
ble.”

OW does life begin on a new planet? 
A good many scientists still ad- 
here to the belief, and attempt to 
prove it by philosophy, not by science, that 


spontaneous generation is possible. 

Oken taught that all life developed from 
protoplasm, and Huxley believed he had dis- 
covered protoplasm when he found an organ- 
ism living in the sea which resembled the 
white of an egg. , 

Later Pflueger taught that chemical com- 
binations of cyanide and its derivatives, when 
subjected to the intense heat which prevails 
Me the centre of the earth, produce organic 

e. 

Dr. Burke claimed to bave artificially pro- 
duced organic life by introducing radium in- 
to a solution of gelatine. 

Dr. Richter’s panspermic theory postulates 
the existence of organic spores which travel 
from one world to another. He states that 
in meteorites bite of coal have been found 
which seem to have been produced by or- 
ganic matter, but that has never been proven 
to be so. 

Richter is right in one point, however. In- 
terstellar space contains bodies or particles 
of matter, spores, capable of producing or- 


ganic life. We must therefore assume or-. 


ganic life to be eternal. 


eval with matter, and has ceaselessly trans- 
mitted itself in the form of living organisme, 
and of individual bodies composed of cellu- 
lar tissue. Formerly it was the fashion to 
speculate about the origin of matter. We 
now know that matter is indestructible, and 
can merely. be converted from one form into 
another. Nor do we question the origin of 
kinetic energy. Similarly we will have to 
accustom ourselves to the idea that life is 
eternal, and that it ig fruitless and bootless 
to continue the quest for its origin. 

In 1871 Lord Kelvin said in an address 
which he delivered in Edinburgh: “When 
two heavenly bodies collide, a large portion 
of both is melted, but an enormously large 
fraction -of the splintered parts is projected 
into all directions. Many of these fractional 
parts have not suffered greater damage than 
rocks suffer which tumble from one position 
to another during a landslide. 

“Now if the earth were to collide with 
some other body of like dimension, innumer- 
ably many parts of the earth, carrying seeds, 
plants and animals, would be scattered 
through space. We must assume that seed 
and spore carrying meteorites abound 
throughout space. Now, if there were no 
life upon.earth, such a meteorite, in falling, 
would transmit life to earth.” 

I do not share Lord Kelvin’e optimism. It 


bodies. Also we know 
that a meteorite, fall- 
ing to earth, generates 
a terrific heat through 
friction with the earth’s 
atmosphere, so that any 
seeds which it might be 
carrying would be de- 
stroyed. 

Moreover, plants de- 
velop almost exclusive- 
ly in loose earth strata, 
which, ina collision, 
would be crushed into 
immeasurably small 

particles, and .after enjoying the brief glory 
of being a falling star, would finally reach 
the earth as burned dust. Furthermore, 
such interstellar collisions, represented by 
the socalled new stars, as we believe, 
are of extremely rare occurrence, so that it 
is highly improbable that living spores or 
seeds were transmitted to our planet in this 
manner. 

Let us see if the pressure of light will help 
us to explain the problem. According to 
Schwarzschild's calculations, the particles of 
matter most susceptible to the pressure of 
light, if spherical, would be 0.00016 mm. in 
diameter. The question forces itself upon 
us: Do such infinitesimally small living 
spores exist? . 

Botany teaches us that the spores of many 
bacteria have a diameter of 0.0002 and 0.0003 
mm:, and that, in all probability, even smalier 
ones ‘exist, although no microscope is pow- 
erful enough to reveal them. It is therefore 
highly probable that there exist such tiny 
living organisms that the pressure of light 
can project them into space. Reaching a 
favorable destination, such as the earth, 
they evolve life. 

Let us follow in the trail of a microorgan- 
ism that becomes detached from the earth, 
and which the solar pressure of light propels 
into space. First, it would pass Mars, and 


ganism: to be that of water, which is very 
nearly correct, it would pass Mars in 
twenty days, Jupiter in elghty days, Neptune 
in fourteen months. But only after nine 
thousand years will it reach our neighboring 
solar system, Alpha Centauri. 

The time taken for the flight to the other 
planets of our solar system is not so great 
as to destroy the life of the spore. The in- 
tense cold (about 220 degrees below sero 
Centigrade) to which the spore would be 
subjected.during nine thousand years in its 
flight from our solar system to Alpha Cen- 
tauri, might possibly kill them. 

On its travels from our planet the spore 
would be subjected during a month to In- 
tense sunlight, and we know that sunlight is 
deadly to certain bacteria and their spores, 
tf exposed for such a length of time. But 
the experiments that’ showed these results 
were conducted with spores lying on moist 
surfaces. 


Now the interstellar space is not moist. 
Moreover, Roux’s experiments showed that 
spores which are killed immediately bythe 
sun if exposed to the air, retain life if 
the air is shut out. Other spores do not suf- 
fer at all from light. The bacteria tyrothrix 
scaber, found in milk, can live a full month 
exposed to intense light. Various botanists 
whom I consulted agree in saying there is 
no reason to suppose that spores would be 
killed by light.in their travels through inter- 
planetary space, 

The intense cold (-—-220 degrees C) to 
which the travelling spore. would be subject 
in passing Neptune, would not necessarily 
kill it. Experiments conducted in the Jen- 
ner Institute in London, exposed bacteria to 
a temperature of —252 degrees C for twenty 


hours, the bacteria being in liquid hydrogen. 


They were not kililed. 

Loss of life in a spore is doubtless due to 
chemical action. Almost all chemical 
changes take place more slowly ina low than 
in a high temperature. Thus, when the trav- 


sity than in a temperature of 10 degrees C. 


Thus the Iiifetransmitting power of the 
spore would not be as greatly diminished in 
three. million of years in a temperature of 
-~220 degrees C than in & day in a tempere- 
ture of 10 degrees C. It is. consequently 
reasonable to suppose that the intense cold 
of interplanetary space conserves the pro- 
jected spores. 

In respect to the deadly ‘action of light 
upon certain spores, the experiments of Roux 
show that light produces oxydation in con- 
junction with the surrounding air. In inter- 
planetary space this possibility is removed. 

We see, therefore, that detached micro-or- 
ganisms, emanating from the earth, could 
carry life inta. infinite regions. The ques- 
tion arises, how can such tiny particles of 
matter overcome gravitation? The currents 
of air would, of course, suffice to carry them 
into the upper strata of our atmosphere. But 
not beyond a height of 100 km. 

Now we know that it is at this height that 
the phenomenon of Northern Lights takes 
place. We believe that Northern Lights are 
caused by the discharge of negative electric 
ity contained in “cosmic dust” which have 
traveled to our atmosphere from the sun. 
If, therefore, a spore at such a height were 
to receive a charge of negative electricity, 
we can readily see how it would he driven 
onward and outward through the abundance 
of negative electricity by which it ts sur- 
rounded, 

Thus life has been transmitted from planet 
to planet, from solar system to solar system 
since time immemorial. 

According .to the panspermic theory, all 
organic creatures are closely related, and are 
made up of cellular tissue, consisting of car- 
bon; hydrogen, oxygen and nitrogen, It is 
fantastic to postulate that other worlds may 
be inhabited by beings in whose organic 
tissue ‘siicum or titan is substituted for 
carbon. Life in other planets, we have all 
reason to suppose, resembles our own. Life 
— in cycles; must begin over and over 
again.

dd of chemical biology acknowledges the 
that the chemistry of ovens matter is not 
pecifically different from the chemistry of 
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hand-of man. Through the blind play of the 
forces of nature durable machines can be 
created only if their supply of energy is reg- 
ulated automatically. 

As an example of that type of machine we 
may mention the waterfall. The waterfall is 
a machine which transforms distance energy 
into kinetic energy and heat, and the per- 
manency of this machine is guaranteed by the 
physical conditions that determine the con- 
tinued flow of water to the cataract. 

The green plants represent another type of 
euch machines; namely, machines which, 
among others, transform radiating energy 
into chemical energy. The permanency of 
this kind of machines is guaranteed by the 
presence of an automatic arrangement in 
such plants, whereby their stems grow toward 
the light. 

The automatic turning of the etems of many 
plants toward the light is called heliotrdpism. 
Heliotropiem and similar phenomena give, te 
a large extent, an insight into the mechan- 
ésm of automatic self-preservation of organ- 


isms. 
The same phenomena of teliotropism which

mais. Heliotropism plays ea wide role in de- 
termining the behavior of animals, and there 
are animals whose life becomes at certain 
periods of their existence, at least, a function 
of light.

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Did “‘Eros,’’ Our 


Odd Planet, Carry 
Life to Our Earth? 


ROSSING the orbit of our neighboring planet 
Mars is a triangular mountain, about ten miles 
high and ten miles thick; which whirls through 

space about the sun. In 1892, before anything was 
known of the planet’s existence, it came within 15, 
000,000 miles of us. In 1931 it. will be only 13,500,000 
miles away. This gigantic mountain fiying through the 
void wus named Eros by its discoverer, Dr. Gustav 
Witt, of Berlin, in 1898. 

Eros was, and is, an enigma of the heavens. As- 
tronomers long puzzled over why it seemed sometimes 
smaller, sometimes larger. Only recently was this 
found to be due to the remarkable irregularity of its 
mass, and to the fact that in twirling like a great top 
it presents now ite lesser, now its greater bulk to the 
sun. All the great planets are spherical. Why Eros 
should have departed from this form remained a mys- 
tery. At lagt astronomers accounted for it by the 
theory that Eros and the swarm of smaller bodies, 
rangifg from a mile to five miles in diameter, which 
accompany it were the remains of another planet 
which once belonged to our solar system, and which 
was torn apart ages ago In some great convulsion! 

Now Professor Dr. Heinrich Braunkopf, a famous 
German astronomer, has advanced the t that 
Eros never belonged to our system. Instead, it is a 
fragment of a lifebearing star or planet which was 
torn to pieces in some celestial catastrophe millions 
of years ago in a far part..of the universe; that it 
was captured other millions of years ago by our sun; 
that it communicated to our earth, and perhaps to 
Mars, to Venus and to the satellites of Saturn and 
Jupiter, the germs of life which on our world de- 
veloped through still other millions of years into men! 

It is a curious fact that Hesiod, who lived about 
7365 B. ©.,'and is, next to Homer, the oldest of the 
Grecian poets known to us, named a god Eros as one 
of the great cosmological’ powers, one of those who 
had formed the universe. | 

“Billions of years ago, in some distant corner of the 
universe,” says Professor Dr. Braunkopf, “an immense 
star or planet upon which life had developed pet- 
haps as much as life bas developed on earth, was 
suddenly torn to pieces in some mysterious catastro- 
phe. All life except-those tenacious lowest forms 

which Dr. Svante Arrhenius has said are coeval with 
matter was wiped out. Out through espace fled the 
fragments of this great star, with these Mfe germs 
clinging to it, and sleeping, but not dead, in the ab 
solute zero of outer space. .- 

“Onward, for millions of years, perhaps, go these 
fragments. Our sun with- its planets, untenanted as 
yet, ewings near them. Eros and the swarm that ac- 
company him are caught in the sun’s attraction. They 
find their orbit near that of Mars and begin to whim 
around our day star. Now in the heat and the mys- 
terious' foree of the sun’s rays*the infinitely small 
life’ germs on Eros begin to stir. Shot away by the 
propulsive force of these rays, they pass to Earth, to 
Mars, to all the habitable planets and the satellites of 
the greater planets. There is nothing to stop them. 
They have a clear course. 

“And so the infinite cycle of evolution begins, to 
appear in this age as man and all the forms of life 
that surround him. Well though unwittingly was that 
fragment named Eros. 

“Yet still, if this be so, other forms of life must re- 
main dormant upon Eros and upon perhaps his larger 
companions. But they are doomed to sleep forever 
out in the cold of space! New species, new beings 
might appear among us if this were not so. But they 
are chained to their vast mountain. They are too 
large, too heavy to be propelled outward by @ sun ray. 
While cold is not fatal to life, heat is—and so they 
are barred from falling to earth or any planet with 
an atmosphere upon meteorites or fragments of Eros. 

“Suppose a fragment bearing these larg 
spores should fall to earth. First it would strike the 
rarer atmosphere 300 miles above earth’s surface. 
Friction with this would at once begin to generate 
heat. When it struck the heavier atmosphere fifty, 
,twenty miles, ten miles: up, the meteor would be an in- 
“candescent mass at a. heat sufficient to destroy any 
form of life.” 

Some scientists have held that organic life could 
exist inside a meteor, and so, protected from the im- 
mense heat caused by friction, might in time through 
the breaking up of the meteor be released to grow 
into other forms. Odd circular meteors which re 
semble in their form the accretions around fossils 
have been found from time to time, and have given 
strength to this theory. Upon this page is a drawing 
of one of these odd meteors, and beside it q fossil 
shell within a circular protecting stone. The resem- 
blance is curious, yet the fact remains that the 
meteors so shaped have tiot upon dissection yielded 
up any form or trace of organic life. 

There are evidences all round us of the propelling 
force of light upon the finest divisions of matter, 
One of the mysteries of the world is the zodiacal 
light, rarely seen. Astronomers believe it to be a mass 
of infinitesimal particles of matter propelled outward 
from the earth by the force of the sun’s rays impinged 
upor her atmosphere. In this way the earth indeed 
may carry life to its sister spheres. 

In our Northern Lights, the Aurora Boreals, we 
have the same phenomena. Science accounts for the 
lights by the theory that billions of infinitely smal] 
electrified particles are shot out from the sun, and, 
racing through the ether with the velocity of light, 
impinge the rare gases of our atmosphere and so 
give rise to the Northern Lights

Navigation, aviation and transportation of all kinds 
which are all more or less seriously impeded by dark- 
ness will likewise be greatly benefited.

The development of aviation is, of course, assured. 
In the streets the horse will be entirely supplanted by 
the electric vehicle. This will bring about an entire 
remodelling of city thoroughfares.

How the Referendum Works. 
(Hon. Robert W. Bonynge, in the June 
Forum.) 

Tt was in 1902 that Oregon amended 
its state constitution providing for the 
initiative and referendum methods of 
legislation. The first year in which the 
system was put into practical operation 
-was 1904. In that year two measures 
were submitted thereunder to the peo- 
ple; in 1906, 11 measures; in 1908, 19; 
and in 1910, 32 measures, consisting of 
12 constitutional amendments and 20 
statutes. The ——— printed by the 
state, containing the text of these 32 
measures, submitted in 1910, and a brief 
argument for and against each measure, 
consisted of 202 closely printed pages. 
In South Dakota, in which state the 
full text of the measures submitted to 
the people is required to be printed on 
the official ballot, the ballot at the 
last election was approximately 7. feet 
long.

Just one case 
like that is worth all the money this 
institution costs.

You would be amazed at the 
criminal neglect of some of our parents.

Lét- 
tle Eddie did not want to go home, the 
gay White Way held such attractions 
for even this 6-year-old. He had not had 


any supper; but was just as chipper as before the juvenile movement began.

Statistics Show That More Than 
Seventy Cities Have Adopted 
New Form of Government 


Savannah, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)— 
The commission form of city govern- 
ment, which appears to be the most 
advanced idea in the administration of 
municipal affairs, and which is said 
to do away, in a large measure, with 
the political element that is alleged to 
be responsible for the unwieldy con- 
dition maintaining in all cities operat- 
ing under the old system, is about, if 
all signs do not fail, to invade Geor- 
gia. 

Both Atlanta and Savannah, the two 
largest cities in the state, the one the 
Capital of the commonwealth, the 
other its birthplace, are considering 
the theory of the plan advanced and 
advocated by Galveston and the other 
municipalities that have followed in 
her wake and profited by her example. 
The present administration in Savan- 
nah is obliged to submit the proposi- 
tion to the vote of the people. The 
idea in Atlanta has not yet quite 
reached this advanced stage. 

Statistics show that more than 
seventy cities have adopted the com- 
mission plan of municipal government 
since the Texas city sprang the new 
theory upon the country a decade or 
more ago. And of this number only 
one or two. have returned to the old 
system, with its bunglesome methods 
and adaptability to political manipu- 
lation. The plan, for the formulation 
of which Galveston is usurping all the 
glory, appears to be feasible and prac- 
tical. Cities that have tried it main- 
tain that it is an improvement/over 
the oi method, and are urging other 
cities to adopt the reform. The idea 
has swept like a tidal wave over all 
the southern territory, where revolt 
has long been slumbering against the 
domination of the bosses who are rid- 
ing whichever of the great political 
parties happens to be in power. 

Orginated in Tunnel Hill. 

But while Galveston claims to have 
originated the idea which is fast be- 
coming popularized all over the coun- 
try, and while it is undoubtedly the 
first city of the large cities to adopt 
and moderrize the plan, it develops 
that the little town of Tunnel Hill, in 
Georgia, like Amerigo Vespucol, in 
connection with the discovery of the 
American continent, “saw it first.” 
For while Galveston has been singing 
the praises of her municipal reform 
for ten or a dozen years, and incij- 
dentally advertising the “Galveston 
plan” throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, Tunnel Hill has 
been operating under a simflar system 
for more than half a century. 

Pven the two Georgia cities that 
have become impregnated with the 
Galveston bacilli do not appear to 
have been cognizant. of the fact that 
- the Texas city was stealing Georgia 
thunder. For Georgia, in this, as in 
go Many other things, has ied the na- 
tion. Tunnel Hill is probably really 
the father and mother and other rela- 
tives of the commission form of city 
government idea in this country. 

The itteresting fact tthat Tunnel 
Hill has long been under ‘a commis- 
sion form of government, and that the 
idea worked so smoothly that the 
outer world never even heard of the 
reform, was brought out recently in 
“the first instance on record where the 
commissioners have alowed tHem- 
gelves to be drawn into a law guit. 

Tunnel Hill was granted a charter 
of incorporation in 1855, the commis- 
sion form of government being adopt- 
ed in the beginning. The original 
charter was exhibited in the evidence 
submitted in the recent suit, which 
Was that of G. W. Head, a citizen and 
property owner, against C. P. N. Har- 


jitself, has brought Tunnel Hill promi- 


ris and others, commissioners. Head 
sued for damages alleged to have re- 
sulted to his property because thé 
commissioners, acting for the town, 
opened up a street through it. The! 
commissioners contended that the 
property in question had been used as 
a street for years. The jury returned 
a verdict giving the plaintiff $5 dam- 
ages, and allowing the defendants the 
right to continue operating the street. 

Incidentally, the suit, innocent in 


nently to the front as having advo- 
cated and adopted, sixty years ago, 
the plan of municipal government that 
is just now dawning upon Atlanta 
and Savannah. The commissioners of 
Tunnel Hill justly claim that their 
town is sixty years ahead of ite time. 


Five Commissioners Chosen. 


Five commissioners are chosen annu- 
ally by popular vote to serve for a 
period of two years. These commis- 
sioners then elect a chairman and a 
town marshal.” The chairman appoints 
various commissioners to look after 
the several branches of the adminis- 
tration, and the commissioners as a 
whole try any cases that are made 
by the marshal. It is an ideal place 
in which to live. The morals of the 
community are excellent. Very fre- 
quently the justice of the peace docket 
has no entry on it when the county 
grand jury meets, which speaks well 
for the high class of citizenship which 
peoples the little town. 

An election has just been held in 
Tunnel Hill,, and ,the following Oof- 
ficers will serve for the next two 
years; C. P. N. Harris, chairman; 
Charles Foster, clerk; Arthur Moody, 
Dr. W. A. Jordan and William Ham- 
mondtree. 

That Tunnel Hill is a moral commu- 
nity is shown by statistics. From 
May 9, 1892, yntil April 20, 1911, there 
were set for trial a dozen cases of 
fighting and disturbance, nine drunk 
and disorderly cases, eleven of boister- 
ous conduct and the use of profanity, 
two of discharging firearms withim the 
corporate limits, four of swinging on 


the prohibition question. The district 
took immediate advantage of the local 
option law, deciding in favor of prohi- 
bition, which has been in force without 
abeyance ever since. Their record in 
this respect is the pride of the people 
of the community. ~The district is said 
to be absolutely free of the vice of 
blind tigers, which gees to show that 
the people are law abiding in fact as 
well as in theory. The grand jury has 
never reported a single trpe bill for 
}the illicit sale of whisky in the cor- 
poration of Tunnel Hill. 

The general assembly of Georgia 
authorized the incorporation of Tunnel 
Hill during the session of 1855. This 
authorization specifically states that 
the town is to be governed by five com- 
missioners to be elected by the people, 
and to serve for a term of two years, 
or until their successors in office are 
appointed and sworn in. The commis- 
sioners were duly empowered to select 
one of their unmber to act as chairman, 
the chairman to have power and au- 
thority to enforce and have executed 
the ordinances and lawsiof the town 
In the absence of or inability of the 
chairman to act the remaining commis- 
sioners may appoint a temporary chair- 
man. At the biennial election of the 
commissioners one or more justices of 
the peace or justices of the inferior 
court, or both, shall preside. 

Powers of Commissioners. 
The commissioners were given pow- 
er and authority to adopt all by-laws 
and ordinances that might be deemed 
necessary and expedient from time to 
time for the proper regulation and gov- 
ernment of the town, provided that no 
laws passed shall, of course, be repug- 
L.nant or contrary to the constitution 
and laws of the state. The commis- 
sioners were empowered and authoriz- 
ed to remove all pests and nuisances 
and to perform all other acts necessary 
for the good government of the town. 
They have power to fine and execute 
the penalties on all offenders of the 
law. The commissioners are empow- 
ered to elect a marshal, a clerk and 
a treasurer, and to require bonds when 
deemed necessary. They are also em- 


and off trains while In motion, and 
one—the case against the commission- ! 
ers which brought the unique record 
of Tunnel Hill prominently to the at- 
tention of the public—of interfering 
with the work of the sommissioners 
in attempting to change the line of a 
street. This is a total of less than 
forty cases in approximately twenty 
years, or an average of two cases a 
year. It is also to be observed that 
all of the cases are trivial, there being 
not a single record of any criminal of- 
fense or the graver charges of mur- 
der, rape and arson. 
No Jail in the Town. 

It is interesting to note, in this con- 
nection, that a place of confinement 
for lawbreakerd has been _unknown 
in Tumnel Hill for fifteen years. 
Formerly the commissioners maintain- 
ed a calaboose, but it was found to be 
an unecessary expense, and was 
abandoned four years after it was in- 
stituted. 

The last trial for fighting is shown 
by the records to have occurred Octo- 
ber 9, 1807. The records show the or- 
dinary business of a small city gov- 
ernment, with nothing beyond the 
adoption of new rules and regulations 
to guit ever-changing conditions, and 
the regmwular set of ordinances as adopt- 
ed at times by the different commis- 
sioners. 

It appears that in the course of the 
years nearly every phase of conditions 
have been met and ordinances made to 
cover. As there have been no requi- 
sitions for extraordinary enterprises, 
there is no record of such actions as 
would naturally arise in the adoption 
of rules and the granting of franchises. 
Permission to operate telephone lines 
and the adoption of ordinances regu- 
lating same are recorded, 

When the prohibition Wave first 
struck Georgia, Tunnel Hill was among 
the first communities to succumb to 
the temperance reform. The district 
holds the prize banner, which is now 
in the possession of the commissioners, 
for being first in the state to vote on

They 
are authorized to levy a tax on all real 
estate and stock in trade within the 
corporate limits of the town, which 
may be subject to taxation under the 
general laws of the state, but of not 
more than fifty per centum of the state 
tax, for the purpose of making such 
improvements as may be consideréd 
necessary to promote the general inter- 
ests of the community. 

During its career Tunnel Hill has 
been through all the vicissitudes of a 
boom town. Ordinarily there is noth- 
ing of particular interest that is like- 
ly to occur. It is quiet, law-abiding, 
peaceful. A town without a jail would 
hardly be expected to create many di- 
versions of a sensational or dramatic 
nature® The ordinances that have been 
passed conform pretty well to those 
adopted by other larger towns upon 
the same general lines. 

Depot Used at Fort. 

Tunnel Hill, HMke/practically all of 
Georgia and the south, played its small 
part in the drama of the civil war. It 
was directly in the path of Sherman 
when he undertook his famous march 
to the sea. A desperate and sanguin- 
ary skirmish took place on the out- 
skirts of the town. The freight depot 
of the Western and Atlantic railway, 
erected in 1855, the same year the town 
was incorporated, was used during the 
war as a commissary and fort by the 
confederates first and afterwards by 
the federals. The building is built of 
limestone and brick. 

The tunnel from whioh the tcwn de- 
rives its name was also completed in 
1866. It is 1,477 feet in length? A num- 
ber of soldiers slain during the war 
are buried at Tunnel Hill. Joe Brown, 
in his “Mountain Campaigns in Geor- 
gia,” dwells at some length on the 
fighting in the neighborhood of Tunnel 
Hill, 

But after al] Tunnel Hill’s greatest 
bid for giory lies in the fact that it 
has been governed by commissioners 
for fifty-six years, thus relegating Gal- 
veston and its proud record to the rear. 
If the plan advocated by Galveston, 
which is essentially the same as that 
in force in the Georgia town, with the 
exception that localities of city size 
endow their commissioners with sala- 
ries, which much to be desired state 
has never been reached by Tunnel Hill, 
is to become finally generally adopted 
throughout the ‘country, Tunne] Hill 
proposes to go down into history as 
the original advocate and founder of 
the new play, superseding all other 
places by some forty years in adopting 
the system# so far as the records tow 
reveal. 

Situation in Savannah. 

The record of Tunnel Hill under the 
commission form of government is par- 
ticularly interesting at this time in 
view of the fact that two of the larg- 
est cities in the state are seriously 
considering the advisability of chang- 
ing the manner of ‘regulating their 
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in the capital city has reached such 
proportions that it is a factor to be 
dealt with by the politicians in arrang- 
ing their campaigns. In both cities 
the voters are studying the experiences 
of Other cities that have tried the plan, 
with a view_to determining beforehand 
whether the theory has been brought 
down to a practical working basis. 

In Savannah Mayor George W. Teide- 
man, when he announced his candidacy 
to succeed himself, came out in an open 
card in which he stated that he would 
accept the nomination only with the 
understanding that he would use his 
best efforts to bring about this change 
during his incumbency. He was elect- 
ed upon that platform. He is obligat- 
ed to the movement, and will undoubt- 
edly cause it to be submitted to the 
people at the first opportunity. 

It is really doubtful if conditions are 
yet ripe in Savannah for so drastic and 
complete an overthrow of the system 
that has maintained so long. But the 
seed has been sown—the léaven is 
working in the bread. A glimmering 
of the fact that they are not receiving 
the greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber is permeating the minds and un- 
derstanding of the people. 

Atlanta, too, is awakening to the new 
idea. The good that has been brought 
about where the plan Has been tried 
in Tennessee and Alabama and South 
Carolina is having its effect. Probably 
also the agitation in Savannah has 
been somewhat instrumental in indtc- 
ing the people of Atlanta to consider 
the facts. At any rate there appears 
to be a sentiment of unrest among the 
people. They are considering the plan, 
and the advocates of it maintain that 
where it is once considered it is sure 
to be adopted sooner or later. They 
point to the fact that it has been uni- 
formly successful where ft has been 
tried’as its best advertisement. 

And Tunnel Hill now offers itself as 
an advertisement of the plan to its 
neighbors in Georgia. Although only 
a little town of several hundred ‘people 
it has half a century and more of ex- 
perience with the plan behind it. Tun- 
nel Hill is not only well governed, 
but its mofal tone is well above the 
average. One of the great drawbacks 
to practical politics as the game is 
played is said to be the fact that it 
lends itself readily to practices that 
Tunnel] Hill is an example to the state 
that the commission form of govern- 
ment for eities comes as near reaching 
the ideal as is possible in practical 
life. The little town claims to be the 
father and mother and other relatives 
of the new plan. The system has been 
in operation there for fifty-six years, 
and there is no longer a necessity for 
a jail, and the courts of justice have 
no business on their dockets.

One of the first thitfgs to impress a 
reader of Carducci is likely to be his 
marvelous versatility. His pen ranges 
from,the most graceful and delicate of 
lyrics, flowerlike things fresh with 
morning dew, to satires that eat like 
an acid into the weaknesses and hy- 
picrisies of the age; from the grave 
music of odes classically restrained 
and dignified to the blood-stirring 
trumpet calls of such poems as “To 
the Cross of Savoy, the Plebiscite,” and 
a dozen ethers in which the new Italy 
lives and finds voice. Further study, 
however, reveals in him an underlying 
unity of philosophy, both as an artist 
and as a man. He himself, in one of 
his noblest poems, has given us his 
conception of the poet’s work and of 
his mission to the world. He is no 
mere .iaie dreamer, with his head al- 
ways in the clouds; no gardener, to 
raise erops of sonnets for fair ladies 
to wear, and cast aside; no pensioner, 
to, repay his patrons with verses. He 
ig a “great artisan,” who faces the 
world proudly, into whose furnace g0 
high thoughts and noble conceptions, 
memories of the past and prephecies 
of the future; whd forges swords with 
which to smite tyranny, and diadems 
with which to crown beauty—and who 
makes for himself a golden arrow, 
which he launches forth, askin no 
higher pay than to watch the gleam 
of its flight into the vast agure of the 


deal. 

It would hardly have been possible 
for any man gifted with so high a 
sense of the responsibility of genius, 
so quick a responsiveness to all ideal- 
ism, .to wave lived through the forty 
sie that saw a nation in the making 
without being deeply moved and in- 
fluenced thereby. With Carducci, the 
circumstances of his environment and 
his own temperament had made patri- 
otism a religion. His verse vibrates 
with the longing, the agony, the ex- 
ultancy, the dauntless endurance and 
heroism of Italy’s birth-strugegle.

The 
wtory is one that deals not only with 
the south, but with our balance of 
trade. It affects the cotton factories 
ef New England as well as those of 
Great Britain and all parts of Europe. 
It affects the lifework of mfillions ‘of 
women and children and the pocket- 
book of every man in the country. 

It is the story of a piague greater 
than that of the locusts which ate up 
Pharaoh's Egypt or of the grasshoppers 
which some years ago chewed the 
heart of “bleeding Kansas.” It is the 
story of a bug not one-tenth the size 
of a man’s finger nail, but which, un-. 
controlled, bade fair to scratch pros- 
perity from the face of the best states 
south of the line of Mason and Dixon.

Our own share of the cotton 
crop has more than doubled within the 
past twenty years and has quadrupled 
within the past fifty. If the present 
rate of increase continues the demand 
will be twice as great within twenty 


years more, ang by 1950 we shall be 
asked to supply more than fifty mil- 
lions of bales. This estimate is based 
on the world’s consumption of cotton, 
of which we are bound to always be 
the chief factor. We are now making 
more than seven-tenths of the whole, 
and although England, Germany and 
Russia have been spending millions to 
compete with us, they have so far la- | 
bored in vain. They have tried to de-' 
velop new fields in Africa, Asia and! 
elsewhere, but the climate and labor in! 
those fields are such that they have 
but litthe hope for the future. 

There is some cotton made in India| 
and Egypt and smaller amounts in 
Russian Turkestan, Brazil and China, | 
but of the total crop of the world the} 
United States still produces a great) 
deal more than two-thirds, and the 
prospect is that she will do that for 
all time, to come. She would certainly 
do more if it were not for the boll wee- 
vil, ang she can still do that, so the 
scientists of the Agricultural . Depart- 
ment tell me, with the weevil to fight. 

A Bug Which Eats Gold, 

But before I go further I want to tell 
you something about this little bug 
which eats gold faster than the mer- 
cury used in our smelters. I saw one’ 
during a visit to the Agricultural De-, 
partment this afternoon. It was in- 
closed in'a glass bottle no bigger 
around than a lead pencil, and not an 
inch long. It is not as large as a flea, 
and it ts, in fact, a little greenish- 
gray creature about a quarter of an 
inch long, with a miniature snout of 
the game character as that of a razor- 
back hog. It is really a beetle which 
breeds in the pods and seeds of the 
cotton plant, and which seems to feed

In one of the worst weevil district¢ 
F. L. Maxwell, of Louisiana, grew 350 
pounds of lint to the acre on a planta- 
tion of 2,000 acres, and this on land 
which is said to be especially favorable 
to weevil production. 

Converting an Old Farmer. 

This demonstrdtion work is revolu- 
tionizing the south. Both young and 
Old are engaged init. 
boys have been each given an acre upon 
which to raise cotton, and there afe 
now boy cotton clubs as well as boy 
eérn clubs. These acre farms are to be 
Seen everywhere, and the poor farmer 
cannot help knowing the big yields of 
his neighbors. 

The government is trying to get the 
‘Very best farmers to make the experi- 
ments. The agents pick out those who 
are noted for their success and common 
sense and ability. In many cases they 
persuade the older planters to engage 
in the work, and that with great diffi- 
culty. . Take, fer instance, one old 
Georgia farmer, who had been growing, 
crops after the ordinary methods for 
forty years. The man stood high in 
his community, and it took much per- 
suasion to get him to promise to set out 
an acre and work it on the new plan. 
About two weeks after that the agri- 
cultural department man again appear- 
ed. He found nothing doing, and asked 
‘the planter why he was not carrying 
out his part of the contract. 

“To tell the truth, my man, I never 
thought you would be around again.” 

“But you promised to set out that 
acre and plant it just as I told you.” 

“So I did,’’ was the reply, “and now 
that you have come 4gain I will do it.” 

“Well,” said the agent, “suppose we 
gO out now and start your men to 
plowing, and I will come around every 
week and see how you and they are 
following my insrt@ctions.” 

The old man laughed, but he went 
with the agent to the barn and picked 
out the tools. Among his farm imple- 
ments was a subsoiling plow that he 
said was no g00dq because it plowed too 
deep for his land. The agent insisted, 
however, that it was all right, and he 
did not leave until four mules were 
hitched to it and the ground was bro- 
ken up to what the planter said was a 
ruinous depth. He then saw the land 
‘harrowed and instructeg the farmer 
about his seed and how to plant it. 

To make a long story short the cot- 
ton came up with more vigor than any 
ever raised on that lang before, and 
when, later on, the old man was asked 
to run a cultivator over the crop to cut 
out the weeds and keep down the grass 
he replied that it would ruin the cot- 
ton, and when the agent insisted, say- 
ing he would guarantee him against 
loss, the planter gave the order, but 
went away with tears<in his eyes, say- 
ing he could not stay there and see

When we entered upon our national 
career the total population of the coun- 
try was less than 4,000,000 people, and 


it was practically homogeneous in its 
character. At that time there were 
restrictions upon manhood suffrage in 


each of the thirteen original states. 
Woodrow Wilson, in his “History of 
the American People, states that prob-‘ 
ably not more than 120,000 people out 
of the 4,000,000 inhabitants, according 
to the census of 1790, had the right 
of suffrage. Gradually these restric- 
tions were one by one removed, until, | 
about the time of Andrew Jackson's 
administration, universal free manhood 
suffrage prevailed in all the states. At |} 
the close of the civil war the right 
of suffrage was granted to the former 
slaves. Since then five states of the 
union—Wyoming, Colorado, Utah, Ida- 
hoand Washington—have given to 
women the right to vote. 

While these changes have been tak- 
ing place’ the population of the country 
has increased to more than 90,000,000, 
and eevry race and nationality on the’ 
face of the globe has contributed its 
quota to the heterogeneous total, More- 
over, the duties imposed upon voters 
have been enormously increased. In- : 
stead of choosing a few of the princi- 
pal oicers at popular elections, as was. 
formerly the rule, in most of the states 
the voters are now called upon to se- 
lect at elections practically all impor- ' 
ant public officers, With the growth | 
of population, and with the necesasry | 
increase in all governmental functions, 
the number of officers has, as a conse- 
quence, multiplied manifold. It is not 
unusual now for an oicial ballot in 
some states to haev as many as one 
hundred or more names of candidates | 
for dieffrent offices printed on it.

partment estimates that the weevil has 
already cost us millions of bales of 
cotton and many millions of dollars. 
It has annually cost Texas more than 
twenty millions for a series of years, 
and it is now ravaging the _ states 
farther east. 

Take Mississippi, for instance, the 
southern part of which state is'now 
weevil covered. In 1896 the cotton 
crop of Adams county amounteg to 23,- 
000 bales, and it was more than 20,- 
000 in 1907. Then the weevil flew in 
and in 1909 the yield dropped to 1,700 
bales. The tenant farmers and labor- 
ers left the county in gangs, and today 
lands can be bought there for a song. 
It is the same in some counties in 
Louisiana. In Pointe Copee 50,000 bales 
of cotton, which, including the seed, 
were worth over $3,500,000, were raised 
in 1906, ang the crop of 1907, amount- 
ing to 41,000 bales, was worth about 
$3,000,000. Then the boll weevil came, 
and in 1909 the crop fell to 3,300 bales, 
for to something like $200,000. These 
figures give you some idea of what this 
deadly bug means under the old cot- 
ton-raising conditions. 

There is another feature of the situ- 
ation, however, which must: be men- 


began to instruct the farmer how to 
fight this terrible bug and still make 
money out of his land. Dr. Knapp’s 
plan was to teach us how to control 
the weevil as far as possible from sea- 
s0n to geason, and by the proper se- 
lection of seed and by deep plowing 
and harrowing to produce Plants 
which would yield more cotton, or, 
rather, enough to feed the necessary 
weevils and leave something to spare 
His motto was: “Double the crop by 
good farming,” or, rather, raise the 
same crop on half of the land. 

The plan also provided for diversi- 
fied farming, to make the farmer raise 
all of his own supplies, all his farm 
animals and their feed, and to have 
one patch which should be planted to 
cotton to furnish the cash for the 
family. This last fitted in with the 
conditins, for the boll weevil de- 
stroys credit wherever it goes, and 
tne farmers are compelied to raise 
other things tm order to live. 

75,000 Demonstration F'arma,. i 

The work began in Texas in 1904 
and it has now spread throughout the 
south. The government has 530 agents 
in the cotton belt, and more than 
75,000 demonsration farms, upon which 
the planters, under the weekly direc- 
tion of these agents andtheir assist- 
ants, are raising cotton after govern- 
ment methods. In the boil weevil re- 
gion there are county clubg of such 
farmers, and the stories of the success 
of their members have taken the place 
of politics as a topic ef conversation. 

The government agent selects as far 
as possible, the best farmers and asks 
them to plant out an acre of cotton at 
some conspicuous place on his estate. 
It is, if possible, at a cross-roads, or 
at least{near some road so that the 
people may see the results as they go 
by. A sign marking the spot as a 
government farm is ptt up, and this 
piace is visited by the farmers for 
miles around, and the operations care- 
fully watched. At the start the farm- 
ers are always skeptical, and it is dif- 
ficult to get them to make the ex- 
periment. After the first year, how- 
ever, they aré anxious to try, and the 
demonstration farms multiply. In 
hundreds of counties this work has 
revolutionized the methods of farming, 
and men who were practically bank- 
rupt have become rich. The deposits 
in the savings banks have increased 
and new banks are being started in 
nearly all such reigions. 

The credit system is on the decline. 
The planters are raising their own 
supplies, and with many of them the 
cotton receipts are almost all clear 
gain. 


New York is putting out through the 
agricultural department at Washing- 
ton $15,000 this year to prepare Geor- 
gia against its attacks. 

A Path of Ruin. 


Until recently the path of this invad- 
ing army has beén one of ruin to the 
planter. It has depopulated the .coun- 
ties, bankrupted business and sown sor- 
row and despair. A few years ago it 
was prophesied that it would blight our 
whole cotton crop and cause a loss to 
the country of more than $200,000,000 a 
year. As it is now, notwithstanding its 
ravages, by improved farming meth- 
ods an equal amount of cotton has been 
raised; and last year our product was 
greater tn quantity and money than 
ever before. Had there been no boll 
weevil and had the same methods been 
used throughout the whole cotton belt, 
our crop would have been doubled and 
we should now be producing as much 
as 20,000,000 bales and upward a year. 
This is the estimate of the late Dr. 
Seaman Knapp, the father of the co- 
operative demonstration work of the 
agricultuypal department throughout the 
south, which has proved the salvation 
of the country. 

Before Dr. Knapp and his agents had

Our Greatest Mexican Invasion.

There has been wild talk about an 
army of Japanese joining with the 
Mexicans and invading the United 
States. The greatest Mexican invasion 
and the most serious invasion is that 
of this little bug which came in from 
Mexico in 1892. It then crossed the 
Rio Grande, and began to increase its 
army at this fifteen million per family 
ratio. You remember Cadmus,~ who 
sowed the teeth of a dragon, where- 
upon a regiment of armed men sprang 
from the soil. It is the same with the 
boll weevil, only its regiments come up 
by the billions. They continue to hold 
every bit of ground that they take, and 
increasing in geometrical ratio they 
march onward, conquering every year 
a strip of territory which is seventy- 
five or more miles wide. 

I have before me a map prepared by 
the United States bureau of entomology 
which marks out the lines of advance- 
ment. In 1892 the boll weevil had in- 
fested a short strip in south Texas. In 
1898 it had moved farther north and 
west, and ‘continued its progress each 
year until, in 1900, aided by the storms 
and winds which brought about the 
Galveston flood, it had spread far be-

Marly in the year, after much search 
one grave of a Revolutionary soldier 
was found near Americus. This. the 
chapter will mark and appropriately 
decorate on each Memorial Day for 
Revolutionary soldiers. 

More recently, through 
committee, of which Mrs. Charles A. 
Fricker is chairman, a matter has 
been brought before the chapter which 
is of great interest both locally and 
to the entire state. This is the locat- 
ing of the famous old Indian town of 
Chehaw. 

Sumter: county, of which Americus 
is the county seat, was laid off from 
Lee county in 1851, both counties being 
part of the territory acquired by 
Georgia from the Creek Indians by 
the treaty signed at Indian Springs in 
1225. 

Chehaw® was one of the six largest 
Creek villages. Here Gen. Andrew 
Jackson and his army rested on their 
march to Florida and forty Indian 
warriors from this village formed @ 
part of his army. Chehaw supplied 
the army with large quantities of 
provisions and cared for the sick 
#oldiers, and in many other ways 
themselves friendly to the 
Therefore, when the town 
was wantonly destroyed by a force 
of Georgia troops led. by Captain 
Wright in April, 1818, it was declared 
to be an offence of such enormity as 
to be without a parallel in history. 
Captain Wright was arrested by order 
of Governor Rabun, but escaped. 

The site of the village is situated in 
Lee county, near Leesburg, and across 
the Muckalee creek. A venerable live

Expressions of sympathy were em- 
bodied in these resolutions for the 
young student-teachers who will suf- 
fer an unmeasvwrable loss in her taking 
away from the state’s service.

As this is the season of the year 
when many hens of the farmer want 
to set, I thought it a good time to tell 
how some of my hens are set. ‘Some 
may think it is rather late in the se 
eon but if chicks have plenty of shadl 
and the other necessities they may b 
raised with considerable profit at this 
time. Free range also helps in bring- 
ing up these late chicks to maturity. 

An orchard or cornfield are ideal 

laces. A suitable place should be 
ound for the hen. By this I mean a 
place where wind and rain will not 
enter. Above all things, do not let 
the setting hen be near or with the 
laying flock; if she is, poor results are 
the consequences. Special caution should 
be taken against rats, which prevail 
in nearly all neighborhoods. 

Get a square box, in the bottom of 
which place some slightly moistened 
earth. On top of this put some hay 
or straw. A little chaff on top of the 
hay or straw puts the nest in better 
shape to receive the eggs. When this 
is done take your box of Uncle Joe's 
lice powder and dust the hay and chaff 
with it, for if we wish to raise strong, 
healthy chicks, we must have them 
started free from mites. Now put some 
decoy eggs in the nest, china eggs are 
good, and are what I use. If you have 
none of these, slate eggs will do. And 
just here I want to say that I also 
make a very good nest egg from lime, 
or plaster Paris and carbolic acid. Five 
or six eggs in the nest are plenty. 

The nest is now ready and the decoy 
eggs are in it. We will now gtt the 
hen. The best time is at dusk. Dust 
her thoroughly with the above lice 

wder. Grease her head with carbo- 
ated vaseline, also under her wings. 
Now place her gently on the nest. Have 
her head facing the nest as you place 
her on, or else she may break the 
eges. Do not cover her up with any- 
thing; now walk quietly and quickly 
away. 

The next night if she is still on the 
nest and is setting good take off and 
remove the decoy eggs. Now place the 
good eggs under her. About this time 
f e year from thirteen to seventeen 

&s may be put under a hen, depend- 

ing upon the size of the eggs and the 
hens. 
_ Of course, a hen in setting must have 
something to eat. I have a trough full 
of whole corn before her always from 
which she can help herself whenever 
she wishes, a dish full of grit (which 
is very essential), and fresh water ev- 
ery morning. “This is all the feed I 
deem necessary. I have followed this 
Plan for many years and fount -# the 
best for setting hens. True, I don’t 
set very. manhy as I depend largely on 
incubators, but do set about 36 hens 
every year on special settings of eggs, 
in an experimental way. 

A dust bath is not absolutely neces- 
sary, but it is a good thing to have. 
Use a shallow box filled with ashes or 
road dust. The hens like the road the 
better, or my setters do. 

Every morning when the setting hens 
are visited to water and feed them, 
we examine the nest to see that all is 
well. If any eggs are broken or soiled 
wash them off in lukewarm water, if 
the nest is soiled replace it with new 
nesting material. 

If you will follow the rules which I 
have here given, it will not be the 
hens fault if the eggs do not hatch 
well. It will be in the fertilit¢? of the 
eggs or in ‘he vigor of ,the parent 
stock. I have found by experience 
that these are the best methods for 
setting the hens and no one 
gret using them.

I have ar e lot of chickens hatched 
off this sp: ig, but have had bad luck 
with them. Uncle Joe, I would like to 
know what is the matter with my lit- 
tle chicks. When they get two or three 
weeks old they stafid with their eyes 
shut as if they were asleep, and the 
lids of the eyes become dry and sore, 
and they just go shut tight and die. 
So please let me know through The 
Constitution what to do for them. | 

Answer——“They sleep and sleep and 
die.’ I have heard the same complaint 
for years at this season. here are 
several causes for this trouble, but the 
most frequent cause is lice. Examine 
them well, on top of head, under wing, 
around neck and under neck. Even if 
you don't find them, grease them with 
vaseline or lard lightly. If lice are 
not the cause then the trouble is in 
the feeding. Change the diet com- 
pletely for a few days, and see that 
they have grit, charcoal and. clean, 
fresh water. :

ducks. As just a beginner, and do not 
know much about them. Mine - are 
about a month old.

Answer: Of coufse the trouble is in 
the hind leg, as this disease never af- 
fects the fore-leg, of biped or quad- 
ruped? It’s one of two things-—-weak 
parent stock, or too much water to 
dabble in. AMow them only enough 
water to drink, and arrange this so 
they cannot get their down wet, for 
frequently the wetting of the down 
will cause cramps or rheumatism. 
Might add a thirG cause and say that 
your feeding may be wrong. Do you 
always give five per cent of sand mix- 
ed with every ration? And are you 
feeding on a good ration in a sioppy 
state? This is essential. 


Mrs. James W. Martin, Geneva, Ala: 
Dear Uncle Joe: I wish to give my 
remedy for the extermination of mites, 
lice, etc., to the readers of the poultry 
department.‘ Take one teaspoonful of 
chloro—naptholeum—put into a quart 
bottle; fill with water, and shake well; 
rub into the feathers of the setting 
hen and sprinkle all about. It does 
the work right now. Is non-poisonous 
and cheap. A 560 cent bottle will make 
16 gallons. 

Answer: “Thanks, awfully,” for 
your helpful contribution to this de- 

artment. [ have used chloro-naptho- 
eum in by poultry house for years 
and know it’s good as a spray or wash, 
though prefer dust for the fowls. Am 
now making some experiment with 
“Oculum.” Won a few bottles as a 
premium at a poultry show last winter, 
and thought I would try it. Every- 
thing is elaimed for it, of course. It 
does its work by inoculation, and so 
far, must say, it has proven to be all 
claimed for it. The crucial test will 
come later.

2, Box 15.—Dear Uncle Joe: As we 
take The Constitution, and I am a dear 
lover of your page, thought I would 
come to you with my trouble. Wish 
you woud tell me what is the matter 
with my chickens. They look as if 
they get crippled some way, and in an 
hour or two they are down so they 
can’t walk at all. It seems like the 
disease don’t keep them from eating, 
but will finally die. The disease 
doesn’t bother any but the little 
chicks. As I am only a young girl, 
don’t know what to do with them, and 
am coming to you for advice, I give 
them plenty of food and fresh water 
to drink. don’t see what makes 
them die. 

Answer—Well, little sister, I don’t 
just know what to make of your 
chicken’ case, though from this dis- 
tance it resembles leg-weakenss. 
Rheumatism or injury may cause this 
condition in a few cases, with old 
fowls, but in young ones it ig caused 
by feeding an unbalanced ration, lack 
of Wone-forming materials (lime), 
also shortage of protein (nitrogen 
Substance) 4nd feeding too much 
starchy food. Make a complete change 
in the feed; see that they have dry, 
cracked bone before them at all 
times. It is usually the fastest grow- 
ing chicks that have this trouble. Lit- 
tle sister, be good to your chicks, but 
not too good. 


G. L. Crosby, Beaumont, Miss.— 
Uncle Joe: I have two incubators, one 
100-egg capacity, and one 200-egg ca- 
pacity, and this “spring is my first ex- 
perience with them. I kept them at 
— temperature—95 to 100 degrees 
—and placed water pans under the 
eggs, but only about one-half the 
eggs hatched. They appeared to have 


dried the moisture in the eggs out, as 
many chicks died after being pipped, 
or after the shell was broke. I then 
tried placing moist sponges under the 
eggs; also, ten days before time to 
hatch, placed wet cloths over the eggs. 
Had better luck this time, yet many 
omg died in the shell, apparently 

oo ; 

Will you kindy tell me where the 
trouble is? Any information on the 
subject will be appreciated. I am:a 
subscriber to The Constitution, and as 
so many rely on Uncle Joe’s judgment, 
pértaining to chickens and poultry in 
general, it is with pleasure we apply 
to him for information. 

Answer—I had an article on this 
very subject quite recently in this 
department, perhaps after your letter 
was written. The artificial incuba- 
tion of eggs has not near reached the 
perfection mark, though it is rapidly 
forging that way. There are many 
causes why chicks die in the shell. 
To fat hens, too much moisture dur- 
ing the latter part of incubation, but 
the most fatal of all is too low tem- 
perature the last few days of incu- 
bation. One hundred and two is con- 
sidered the right temperature, and: 
most begimners will fill their trays, 
place the thermometer on the eggs 
and regulate the machine at 102, and 
it might not vary 1 degree during 
the whole three weeks. What is the 
result? Every nine out of ten persons 
will get fifty or sixty apparently 
Strong chicks. On breaking the re- 
mainder of the eggs they will find that 
a large per cent contain fully-de- 
veloped chicks. The chicks that 
hatched, with the best of eare, will 
die, until only about one-half remain. 
Too low temperature the last week of 
incubation did it. 


I find that with the thermometer on 
a fertile egg, 102 degrees the first 
two weeks, and letting the animal heat 
in the egg run it up to 704 or 105, in 
the last few days, will give the best 
results. Here is where most beginners 
make the fatal mistake. turning down 
the lamp and cooling the egg to 102 
degrees, when it is nature herself 
fighting for the Hves of those un- 
hatched chicks. It is a g00d plan to 
Place the thermometer in the tray 
One On a fertile egg, an@ one or two 
little blocks the same height as the 
other and note the results.

Dear Uucle Joe: Once again I knock 
for admission. Please give me a seat 
with the W. S. C. Leghorns and W. S. 
C. Orpington cranks. I think those 
chickens are a fine fowl ;they lay well 
and when kept free from lice, mites, 
fleas, very easy to raise. Last year I 
used hens to incubaté, stick fleas and 
lice killed so many I was disgusted, 
although I used licé powder, lard and 
kerosene oil mixed on them this con- 
tinued. I onlyl raised something less 
than 40 hens. I sold and killed all 
common setters, bought a s240-egg in- 
cubator called the Queen. I am on my 
third hatch now; will get one more 
hatch this month, then I wil} stop un- 
less I can get some instructions from 
you, just what would be best to do. 
Now, do you think June pullets will 
grow large enough to raise by shading 
them?

Now, I am not any hand for mixing to 
ruin anything. Would they be leghorns 
is the idea? I live on the gulf coast,

The Indian Land Frauds. 


(By Thomas P. Gore, U. S. senator 
from Oklahoma, in May National 
Monthly.) 


Mine has been the common fate of 
every one who makes such a disclos- 
ure. He taht digs up a nest of ser- 
pents need not be surprised if he hears 
the serpent’s. hiss, or if he feels the 
serpent’s sting. Other instances are 
not wanting in our history. 

Theirs has been the common refuge 
of all those against whom such dis- 
closures are made. They answer with 
charges and counter charges and like 
the scuttle-fish, darken the water and 
seek to escap: in the darkness of theiz 
own making. 

I knew that those who would under- 
take to debauch would not hesitate to 
defame. I knew that all that malice 
and all that money could do would be 
done to discredit me. Senator La Fol- 
lette and I foresaw those consequences 
and discuss the eventuality. 

It wos an ordeal of fire which any 
man would prefer to escape. Anyone 
would seek to shun such a sensation 
and to avoid the notoriety entailed, I 
therefore, exhausted every resource 
I tried every expedient—-there was na 
altrnative ‘eft. I had no choice. I 
went to the last ditch. I placed my 
back to the woll. It came to pass that 
silence would be criminal. There may 
be those who still think that my si- 
lence even then would have  0»been 
golden, but it might have cost the In- 
dians millions of dollars. 

While I knew that the vials of wrath 
and resentment would be poured ou 
upon me, there has been a measure.o 
malignity that I dreamed not of, but 
if I had known in advance that the as- 
saults would have been a thousand 
times worse than they have been, I 
still should not have been deterred 
from the discharge of my duty as I 
saw it. I had no right to calculate 
upon consequences either personal or 
political to myself. 

My expefience in this affair has 
demonstrated how much easier it is to 
remoin silent and secure, rather than 
to wage war upon wrong doing and 
wrong doers of a certain description, 
especially if they chance to be both 
powerful and venal, My experience in 
this affair has beén a terrible exam- 
ple, and a terrible warning to others 
to purchase security at the price of 
Silence and neglect of duty. There are 
those, it seems, wip would have had 
the investigating committee, add to 
the terrors of that example, and to the 
térrors of that warning—who would 
have had this committee place the 
finger of silence upon its lips and sig- 
nify to all others that they who would 
be safe must be still, and speak not 
lest the accustd should have the power, 
as he will have the disposition, to reap 
ruinous vengeance upon his accuser. 

While this bitter cup has been press- 
ed to my lips I have not murmured. I! 
still believe that I rendered some serv- 
fee to the Indians, and that service 
compensates me for all the sacrifices 
which Il ve incurred, I still believe 
that I may have helped to save the 
Indians from three to five millions of 
dollars, and that saving and that serv- 
ice more than compensate me for all 
the calumny which has come upon me 
in the past and for all that may come 
hereafter. I pronounce eulogy upon 
myself—I simply did my duty as I saw 
it, and I shall abide in the faith that 
the truth will triumph.
